Little Fellows Put. the Enemy to Rout North 





Tokio, ~ May’ 2.—After five days. of 
fighting, largely with artillery, the 
figst Japanese army under Gen, 
Kuroki has forced a crossing of thy 
Yalu River and yesterday, with a 
gallant infantry charge covering a 
frontago of four miles, {t drove the 
Russians from Chiutiencheng and tho 
heights on the right bank of the Iho 
or Aida River, which entors the 
Yalu from the north, almost’ op- 
Posite Wiju, The Japanese turned 
the left flank of the Russian posi- 
tion, and in the battle of yesterday 
they swept away the new front in- 
terposed by the Russians to check 
their onward movement. 

Japs Dominant. 

The present position of the Japan- 
ese is @ dominating one, and they 
may force the abandonment of the 
defences erected by the Russians at 
Antung and other points lower down 
the river. Gen. Kuroki began the 
inovement on Tuesday by ordering a 
detachment of thu Imperial Guards 
division to seize the Island of Kuri- 
to, which is in the Yalu above Wijn, 
and a detachment of the secotid divi- 
Sion to sefve the Island of Kinteito, 
below Wiju, and establish their 
yuarters, One battery of Jap- 
anese artillery which had taken a 
Position on a hill to the east of 
Wiju fired threo volleys at Koran, 
and at noon of Thursday the Rus-

There were two'substitutes for can- 
dies. The one was the ancient oll Inmp, 
the croosie (French creuset), a triangu- 
lar metal saucer-with an upright hook 
atthe base to be hung up:by. There 
was nn inner saucer, movable, to grad- 
uate the nse of the oll: At the apex 
of the angle was flamé, coming from a 
wick made of. pitch of rushes, which 
taust be cut at full moon, as the flame 
was thought to wax and wane with the 
moon if cut at any other time. The 
other substitute for the candle was the 
bog candle. It was mado by splitting 
up the resinous logs of the primeval 
firs that are found imbedded inthe 
- They were left to dry at the fireside 
over the cruck or-chain that held up 
the pot over the fire. The candlestick, 
called the peerman, was a stone with 
a hole in its center, into which was fix- 
ed a pillar of wood about four feet high 
and tipped with a cleft piece of fron, 
into which the candle fitted. The nose 
of the candle was always turned to the 
door,

JAPS HIMES LAND BATILE 


(Consladed from page 1.) 


irom tne front say that’ “Japanese 
forces began an attack on the Rus- 
sians on the Yalu River last Tues- 
day. ‘The battle was continued Wed- 
nesday, Thursday, Friday and Sat- 
urday. A decisive struggle is antici- 
pated to-day (Sunday). On Thurs- 
day the Japancse effected a crossing 
of the Yalu and secured a lodgement 
on the right bank of the river. The 
fighting on Saturday was at long 
range, and there was a duel with 
heavy gung across the river, Fight- 
ing Was resumed at daylight today 
(Sunday). The Russian force ix es- 
timated at 80,000 men. The Japan- 
eso loss is reported to, have been 
small thus far. 

3 p.m.—Advices received here state 
that the 12th division of the Japan- 
ese army forced a crossing of the 
Yalu River, above -Wiju, just before 
dawn Saturday. The second pontoon 
bridgo across the river Saturday 
night and the Imperial Guarda of the 
second division crossed during the 
night. The Russians left fank has 
been turned, and a general attack 
began at dawn (Sunday), nearly all 
tho Japancse batterics on the south 
of the river and a flotilla. of gun- 
boats co-operating with the army. 
The Japancse have advantages of po- 


sition and numbers, and are confi- 
dent of routing the enemy. 
3 p.m.—Tho Japanese to-day cap- 


tured Chiutencheng, ten miles north 
of Antung, which is regarded as the 


key to the Russian position on the 
right bank of the Yalu Rivor. It is 
expected that the Russians will re 


treat to Fenghuancheng, which is on 
the road to Linotung. 
It Was a Jap Mine, 

St. Petersburg, May 2.—The find- 
ing of the court of inquiry, that the 
battleship Petropavlovsk .was de 
stroyed by a Japanese mine, has 
caused little surprise in St, Peters- 
burg. 





WHERE BLOOD FLOWS,

Constantinople, May 2.—According 
to official advices, thero has been 
serious fighting in the Sassun dis- 
trict of Asia Minor, between the 
troops and Armenian insurgents, 
numbering 2,000. The troops lost 
20 killed and 23 woundod. APwelve 
villages in the Talori district have 
been destroyed, but whether by in- 
surgents or Kurds is not known. 
There are 10,000 troops in the dis- 
turbed area; Private advices say 
that the Kurds attacked two villages 
north of Sassun, losing 26 killed.

EZverywhere—Kight Arrests, 


Toronto Junction, May 2.—The 
animal nature was visible in no small 
degree among the’ thousands of 
people who thronged this town’s 
strects on Saturday afternoon - and 
evening, Tho event was the ushcring 
in ef the local option bylaw and giv- 
ing o parting salute to King Dachus 
and six of his satellites, the bara. 
There is no denying that the crowd 
made it a success, if debauchery, 
fighting and ill-tcmper constitute fea- 
tures worthy of the term celebration. 
Rowdyism is a mild term for the 
disgraceful scencs which witnessed the 
incoming of this temperance measure, 
Men who seldom drank to exccss, 
eagerly grabbed at bottles, flasks, 
even pails and bucketa filled with 
liquor, and hied themselves to back 
lanes, where others helped the: to 
sWallow the coltents. 

* Herbert's Mquor storo -hmfded out 
thousands of bottles of various kinds 
of liquor. Much df it was drunk on 
the open streets, but more of it’ in 
the back lanes and around BDatt's old 
lumber yard, ‘Fhe ‘‘dead men” were 
thrown promiscucusly everywhere. 

Fellee Mad thelr Troubles, 


The crowds thronged Dundas street 
from the Occidental Hotel to the 
corner of Keele street, the main cor- 
ner of the town. Special constables 
were sworn in by Chief of Police 
Royce and were kept constantly busy 
dispersing the gargs which congre- 
gated on the cornera and around the 
hotels. The bars were so crowded 
that fighting in them was impossible. 
A fight started at the Avenue Hotel; 
but there was not room for a man to 
lift his arm, and less room in which 
@ man could be knocked down. The 
fighting was done on the street. 

About the same time Chicf of Po- 
lice Royce was having his troubles 
near the Occidental Hotel. No soon- 
er did he lay hands on his man than 
two men in the crowd jumped for 
him and tried to effect a re e 
Chief Royce held on to his man unt 
two more policemen broke through 
the mob, and Royce handed his pri- 
soncr over to them. He then tried 
to get the orowd to move back and 
allow the prisoners to be taken to 
the station, and while going this 
another fellow in the: crowd = seized 
the arin of the second man arrested 
in an endeavor to pull him loose. 

Chief Rrew Kereolver. 

He was a big fellow, but Royce 
tackled him, and with the situation 
approaching a somewhat desperate 
shape, drew his revolver and threat- 
ened to arrest inore of them if they 
continued to be riotous. Cowed by 
the glistening barrel and determined 
appearance of the officers, the mob 
fell away. The prisoners were then 
conveyed to the station, followed by 
several thousand people who sur- 
rounded the building and made verb- ; 
al demonstrations. of violence, but 
took no means to carry them out, 
Other arrests were also made, and by 
8 o‘clock there were eight prisoncrs 
in the cells.

JAMES MASSIE DEAD. 


Teglstrar of Fast aud West York and Or- 
ganiser of Central Frisem Industries . 
Darieg Ule Regime As Warden. 


Toronto, May 2.—Jamcs Massie, 
registrar of East and West York, 
gied at his residence, 68 West Bloor 
atreet about 4 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing after an illness of a day and a 
half, He was stricken ‘on, Friday 
evening about 7 o’clock With uremic 
convulsions ard was found uncon- 
scious by membcrs of the household. 
Though he partially recovered con- 
sciousness he lingered in a critical 
condition until death ensued. 

In the death of James Massie To- 
ronto loses one of the. most upright 
and respected citizens, He was con- 
nected with many charitable institu- 
tions, his activity in religious and

benevolent work being such as to 
cause sincere regret that one s0 use- 
ful to his fellows should be sudden- 
ly removed...James Massie was born 
in Aberdeenshire, Scotland, 71 years 
ago. and removed to Canada with 
his parents in 1852, being then in his 
19th year. He settled in Guelph, 
where for years he carried on busi- 
ness as a wholesale grocer and bis- 
cuit manufacturer, Twice he: served 
the citizens of Guelph a» mayor, and 
in 1876 was elected a member of the 
Legislature for the riding of South 
Wellington, Subsequently he was 
appointed registrar of Wellington, 
and ip-@ctober, 1880, was appointed 
fen of the Central Prison, suc- 
ceeding the late Captain Prince. 
This office he held until January, 
1896, when he was appointed re- 
gistrar of East and West York, 

It was in the discharge of his dut- 
jes an warden of the Central Prison 
that his splendid powers of organiza- 
tion were manifested, Under him 
most of the industries within that 






‘institution were inaugurated, Being 


a skilled mechanic he invented a bed 
which is in use in the Sick Children’s 
Hospital and other institutious of 
the kind, and the bed industry was 
one of those he cstablished at the 
prison, He also inaugurated the 
broom factory, the binder twine fac- 
tory, the woollen mill, the wooden- 
ware department and the green 
houses which have proven to bo a 
source of conviderable income to the 
province, 

Deceased was connected with num- 
institutions, being 
treasurer of the Associated Chari- 
ties, a trustee of the Prisoners’ Aid 
Society, and a member of the boards 
of the Children’s Aid Society and 
the House of Industry. He took a 
lively interest in these and = other 
movements for the amelioration of 
the condition of society. He was 
also treasurer of the Caledonia So- 
ciety and a’member of St. Andrew's 
Society. Since coming to Toronto 
he has been connected with new St. 
Andrew's Presbyterian Church, Lis 
widow and four children survive, The 
interment will tuke place at Guelph 
on ‘Tuesday,

Have You a “Pownd” Im Your House? 

Every mother with a flock of little 
ones to care for knows what a difficult 
matter'It is to get the children to keep 
thelr belongings in order, but when 
once the habit of neatness Is Inculcat- 
ed It Js of inestimable value to the béy 
or girl for future life, 

An Ingenlous mother thought out an 
excellent plan, She made It an unalter- 
able rule that there should be a place 
for everything and everything kept in 
its place. Whenever any of the family 
found anything belongjng to another 
member of It out of place he was at 
liberty to put it in “the pound.” The 
pound was a room kept locked and 
presided over by the mother. Every 
article entering there called for a cent 
to effect its release. 

At first caps, slates, pencils, slippers, 
came teeming In, and following them 
the pennies for release, and these 
formed a fund for purchasing some- 
thing to promote tidinesx, such as 
Waste paper baskets, paper racks and 
s0 on, Soon by tirmly adhering_to the 
rule of demanding the ransom money 
the articles coming to the pound de- 
creased in number, and the lesson was 
thoroushly taught to the children. 

Outside the pound door hung a slate, 
With a pencil attached, and whensany 
article was confiscated the date was 
noted. A certuin thie fixed for thelr 
detention was a wise forethought, for 
if the little articles or toys must re- 
main in the pound three or four days 
ora week thelr Httle owners will think 
more of belng deprived of thelr treas- 
ures than even of paying the necessary 
penny to release them, and the toy

A Hood For Stove or Hanke.

Around this hole 
rivet a four inch tin pipe twelve or 
fourteen {nches'longz, +Rivet a four 
inch pipe four Inches long at right an- 
gles Into a joint of the stovepipe or 
into the elbow Jf.the stovepipe enters 
the chimney in the kitchen. Fit the 
other end of thia pipe with a stopper 
or cap which can be taken off, In one 
side of the box make u door four 
inches high and‘elght Inches wide to 
serve ng a flap to ralse white turning 
pancakes on the stove, and with a 
small elbow and a plece of tin pipe to 
connect {t with the stovepipe this use-

THODIST GENERAL CONFERENCE. 





SECRET OF ITS INFLUENCE 





Rise and Growth of the Methedist Chareh 
im the Boligious World—Jjust and 
Generous Tribute From m Preacher 
Who Is Not ef That Mepecial Yeld ef 
Christ's Kiagdem—Wesley Everywhere 
Respected. - z

Los Angeles, Cal., May 1.—On the 
occasion of the assembling of the 
Methodist General Conference of 
1904 the preacher welcomes the delo- 
gates and points out the rise and 
growth of Mothodism and the secret 
of its far reaching influence upon,the 
religious world to-day. The text is 
Ezekiel xvi, 7,‘ have caused thee 
to multiply as the bud of the ficld.”’ 

Lord Macaulay, in one of his es- 
says, declares that John Wesley had 
@ greater natural genius for Govern- 
ment than had Richelieu, The great 
historian believed that in these 
words he was giving the eminent 
divine the highest praise. The 
Wwholo Christian world iw in accord in 
that estimate, and as it recognizes 
the achievements of the-church which 
John Wesley founded it thanks and 
praises God for that bencficent lifn. 

‘The name of John Wesley is every- 
where respected by the good and tiie 
true. Therefore is it to be wondered 
at that our people, no matter to 
what Protestant church they belony- 
ed, hailed with joyful acclaim the 
news that the Methodist General 
Conference of 1901 was to assemble 
in the City of the Angels? This con- 
ference opens its session during the 
coming week, We, as a people, look 
forward to’ its sessions with interest 
and hope. We believe that by close 
touch this conference will bless all 
Protestant churches, no matter to 
what denomination they belong. It 
is appropriate on this Sabbath day 
to bid the incoming delegates wel- 
come. It is also appropriate to 
state some of the reasons why the 
little band of followers with which 
John Wesley surrounded himself has 
grown in numbers until to-day — it 
out-numbers in. membership every 
other individual Protestant. church 
in America and in the world, 

First, her genesis. In orde 
study the marvelous multiplying 
power of Methodism let us analyze 





the conditions attendant upon her 
birth, We must find upon what 
troublous waters her cradle was 


rocked and seurch out the pl 
her infancy, even as the Rg 
princess found the future 





emanci- 
pator of the Hebrew race sleeping in 
@ willow. basket-among the bulrushes 


of the River Nile. Every great 
movement in history has been the 
Product of the condition of the time 
of its birth. Godin his providence 
has ordained that the prevalence of 
unrighteousness in a nation shall so 
stir the souls of his people that they 
will gather in his name around the 
standard of some leader whom ke 
ralscy up to witness for him. 

What were the fonditions of the 
nation at the time of the birth of 
the Methodist church? Did she come 
into the world as a protest to. the 
sins of a corrupt English court? Oh, 
yes. In no time of English history 
have bribery and debauchery run 
more riot than during Robert Wal- 
pale’s ‘occupancy of the English 
premiership, He wasgthe author of 
the famous and hateful sentence in 
reference to the House of Commons, 
“AM these men have their price.” 
What Robert Walpole in statecraft 
could not win by fair means he won 








by foul, — But Methodism came into 
the world to do a greater work than 
merely to protest against Govern- 
mental depra 4c came, as 
Josiah Strong has said, as a pro- 
test against an Established church, 


Which believed at that time more in 
outward | ceremonics than in spirit- 
ual truths, ‘Isaac Taylor,”’ so re- 
cords the author of ‘The Next Great 








Awakening,” “calls the church of 
this period ‘a fair carcass,’ ** and 
Blackstone says that he went to 


hear every preacher of note in Lon- 
don and that there was ‘not one 
whose discourse indicated whether he 


was a follower of Confucius’ or 
Mohammed or of Christ. ‘The Es- 
tablished church of that time be 


lieved in carrying the phylacteries 
Upon the forehead, but not in prac- 
ticing Christ's spiritual lessons in 
the life. It was so given over to 
formalism and rites and ceremonics 
that it had no warning to give even 
to men fn its pulpits who, like the 
Pharisces of old, were whited sepul- 
chers, fair to the eye, but within 
harboring decaying corpses and 
whose private lives were o repulsive 
stench, “It ia the inward witness, 
son, the inward withcsr “* spake the 
dying father, Samuel \. ley, to his 
son John—"'thin is the strongest 
proof of Christianity... So John 
Wesley and hin followers resolutely 
set their faces ngninst the prevalent 
sins of that day, They vehemently 
declared that the Christian church 
should not only have a pure creed, 
but that its members should be, men 
of pure private lives. In the high 
spiritual standard set before the in- 
dividual church members we find the 
chicf cause of the marvelous develop- 
ment of the Methodist church. 

My brother, it is of vital imyport- 
ance \that all Protestant churches 
realize\that they are inaking a fatal 
error when they in any way com- 
promise ‘heir high spiritual stand- 
ards by alliance with sin. The high- 


cr the standard of the Christian 
church the eater will be its suc- 
cess. We do hot neod to-day church- 


bs that honor winobibbing ministers, 
We do not need churches which, 
when they havea church sociable, 
toll thoir young Puople they may 
danco ‘and play cards. We do not de 
sire churches whose members in their 
every day actions ard nowise differs, 
ent from the peovla Qi the world, 


nme 


One of the reasons why the Chris- 
tian Endeavor ‘Socicty, of | which 
Francis E. Clark is the president; 
is’ numbering {ta members by the 
hundreds of thousands and the mil- 
lions is because of its ironclad 
Pledge. John Willis Baer, who for 
8o many years was sceretary of that 
young people’s Christian organiza- 
tion, was right when in my presence 
some years ago he declared, ‘The 
high standard of the character of 
the Endcavorers ia due to the high 
standard of the socicty’s pledge.’* 

This fact alone docs not tell all 
the story of its marvelous multiply- 
ing power. There are many other 
reasons for the growth of Methodism. 
One of the chief of these is the fact 
that John Wesloy was the emanci- 
pator of the laymen, as Martin Luth- 
cr was the emancipator of tho Bible. 
The English ecclesiastic opened the 
dumb lips of the pow. The German 
reformer .broke the iron clasps hold- 
ing together the lids of the word of 
God, which barred to all but ordain- 
ed priests access to the life giving 
message that God sent for the de- 
liverance of all his sinful children, 
John Wesley said to tho blacksmith 
at the forge and the cobbler on his 
bench and the wife ins her kitchen: 
“Go forth and bo my evangelists. 
You may not be graduates of theolo- 
sical serhinaries,. but you can testify 


of Christ’s love. Martin Luther 
said: ‘There, laynien, is the open 
Bible. Read it. Ponder it, Study 


it, Read it with your own eyes and 
kiss. it with “your owh lips.’* — Do 
you wonder that when John Wesley 
built the Methodist church upon an 
open Bible and then in public mect- 
ing set all his people testifying of 
‘sod's word and love he became one 
of the greatest gospel refermers of 
the ages? 

John Wesley because he sent forth 
the common pcople preaching and 
praying everywhere was in derision 
called a “Methodist.”* He was sneér- 
ed at because in his day custom 
dictated that no man should pray in 
public unless he read his prayer out 
of a printed prayer book or speuk 
for Christ unless he was entitled to 
Wear a cassock and bands of an or- 
dained priest. But John Wesley re 
inoved these restrictions for the Me- 
thodists and sent the laymen forth 
Preaching and praying,’ as in the lat- 
ter years Archibald Tuit, archbishop 
of Canterbury, enlisted the services 


of unordained workers in various 
branches of church activity and 
earned for himself the tithe given 


hin in scorn by wa jealous clergy of 
“the archbishop of the laity.’* 
There, upon hik monument in old 
Cynterbury, is chiseled in) the most 
vautiful of epitaphs, “The one d= 
sire of his life was to make «the 
Church of England the church of 
the people."” Oh, my friends, let us 
hold fast this liberty of service, The 
work of ‘propagating the gospel is 
not committed exclusively to any 
one class or profession. ‘The labor- 
ers senty forth by Wesley in the 
eighteenth century, like tho laymen 
enlisted by Archbishop ‘Taic in the 
nineteenth, had a work to do, and 
right earnestly and successfully they 
did it. Let us never allow the pew 
to agnin be slrackled and its lips 
sealed with the silence of death. 
What we need more and more in the 
beginning of this .twenticth century 
is not a better educated ministry, 
but one which will start forth a 
speaking and a testifying pew. 

Another great cause for the mul- 
tiplying power of Methodism is the 
“‘class system,”’ This ‘‘class system,”’ 
so-called, dates its historic birth to 
the 15th day of February, 1742. Like 
the life of the Wandering Jew, may 
it never have a death! May this 
system live on and on “until at last 
earthly time shall cease and © the 
struggles against sin shall be swal- 
lowed up in the eternal conquests of 
heaven! 

This was how the famous ‘‘class 
system’ of Methodism was born; 
John Wesley and his brother Charles 
were visiting their society in the city 






of Bristol, A Jarge financial indebt- 
edness hung as an incubus over that 
society's place of worship, While the 


theinbers of that society were discus- 
Sing With the leaders how they 
should lift the debt a Captain Foy 
arose and proposm@{ that each —mem- 
ber should bestaxted one penny a 
Week until the debt \was paid. “But 
that is not fair.’ Séme one protest- 
ingly said.) ‘Here are some people 
who are so poor they cannot afford 
to give even a penny.’ Then,” said 
Captain Foy, ‘put eleven of the 
Poorest with me, and if they can 
Kive anything Lo will call upon) them 
Weekly and collect the same, and if 
they give nothing T will give for them 
as well as for myself, ana each of 
you can call on eleven of your neigh- 
bora weekly, receive what they give 
and make up what is wanting."’ No 
sooner had Captain Foy spoken than 
in n flash a divine inspiration came 
to John Wesley. ‘*Yes, yes,"" said 
the great leader to gimself; ‘that is 
just what Methodism | necds—a 8ys- 
tem of caring for its owr, a system 
by which its members shall not’ be 
herded together as wild animals are 
herded together, but a system which 
will single men out and placo them 
in circles of tens, and over these 
circles ‘shall be placed a scparate 
leader who will have charge of each 
class. These leaders in turn were to 
mect and report to their pastors. 
Their pastors in turn to-day mect 
and report to their presiding elders. 
Each man by the ‘‘class system’ of 
Methodism is responsible to some in- 
dividual person of the church, 

We seo the value of individual re 
sponsibility in the temporal world, 
Why should we not sve the samo re- 
sults from the ‘‘class system’ of 
Methodism? Your boy is about six- 
teen years of age. Where are you go- 
ing to send the lad to college?

It says: Old 
convert, you look after that young 
inan and that young woman. Visit 
them in their homes. Sce that they 
have the right kind of companion- 
ship. When they are absent from th: 
house of God learn why they are 
absentyand tell them that they aro 
missed."’ Individual ‘responsibilities 
for individuals—that ia the great 
multiplying slogan of tho Methodist 
“class system."’ For whom, O Chris- 
tian man, are you responsible. in 
Christ's’ name? 

The Methodist Church, in the next 
place, is a singing church, whose 
songs aro nearly always keyed © to 
the tune of hope and joy and the 
Rlorious harmonies of a blessed 
hereafter.’ It is a church whose mu- 
sic is filed with hallelujah choruses 
and battle hymns: and inspiring 
marching melodies. It is a church 









which believes that our thanks and 
gratitude for blessings received can 
be returned to God as well when 
standing upon our fect and, im the 


words of the psalmist, “singing unto 
the Lord,"* as when on bended knew 
we offer them in silent prayer in 
the closet. The trouble with many 
of our churches is they always ima- 
gine Christ as keeping step to the 
slow time of a dirge, but they can- 
not imagine his moving lips as join- 


ing in a wedding march or in the 
Joys of a social gathering. 
Danicl Webster once — said: “The 


proof to me that the church was ex- 
tablished by God is found in the fact 
that it has existed in spite of the 
begowned ministers who have been 
caged up to preach their sermons be- 
hind their repellant pulpits. Any law- 
yer would be ruined if he were coim- 
pelled to plead for his client behind 
a wooden box, ax the minister “by 
custom is compelled to” plead for 
his Christ."’ Whether that statement 
is true or not, I am not here to dis- 
cuss, but one of the great facts that 
convince me that the church {is a di- 
Vine institution is that it has exist- 
ed for hundreds of years in spite of 
the sepulchral and awful hvinns with 
which the choirs used to lead in the 
song worship. These hynus, for the 
most part, were af gloom, all dark- 
ness, all breathing fire and briim- 
stone and death. When one sang them 
he could almost feel the hot, hissing 
flames of eternal punishment scorch- 
ing his lips. No such singing as the 
ancient churches indulged, in could 
do aught but terrorize and make the 
worshipers tremble with fear. Do you 


Wonder that the churches of old, 
which sang for the most Part the 
songs of death, should have Wor- 


shipers who gave only half-hearted 
voices to their singing? But while 
the Methodist ‘Church has ita songs 
in the minor key, for the most. part 
the Methodist 8ONgs are songs.of life 
and joy and hope./ Go if you will 
with me to any of the xteat Metho- 
dist camp meeting resorts of this 
country and you will know of what I 
speak. The mightiest shout over 
raised by conquering host upon _bat- 
tlefeld was never more triumphant 
than are the camp meeting songs ot 
Desplaines or Ocean Grove. When the 
Methodists sing ‘‘We are marching to 
Zion” they ding it in such a way 
that it seems to fling wide open the 
gates*of the heavenly city. 

Lastly, Methodism hag had its mar- 
velous and miraculous multiplying 
power because it has had an infinite 
ficld in which to labor. It has Work- 
ed for the most Part among the 
common people, Certain churches *in 


the world have been known as 
churches of a class. Some churches 
have been known as churches which 


appealed to the greatest amount of 
brains “in almost every Christian 
community, Other churches have 
been known as the churches’ of the 
aristocracy.” But though John Wes- 
ley had as much brain as any man 
of his generation, and though by po- 
litical preferment he could have 


reached a position of influence in 
aristocratic socicty, yet he chose to 
cast his lot among tho cominon 


people. Ho did not believe there was 
one gospel for the rich and another 
for the poor—one for the brainy 
men and another for him of small 
mental calibre. John Wesley believed 
all classes should meet as one at the 
throne of grace. Therefore, as the 
common people crowded around him 
to receive his message, many of the 
rich and the affluent Stayed away. 
He was truly the missionary to the 
middle’ and lower classes. Are we in 
church work ready to reach out in 
Christ's name for the conversion of 
the same kind of People? 

It was said of our Lord that ‘‘the 
common people heard him gladly."* 
Ah, that is the best encomium that 
can be placed upon the tomb of the 
founder of Mothodism! When Péter 
Cartwright, many years ago, arose 
to ppeich in Tennessee some one 
whisiRred to him, “Genoral Jackson 
is in your audience."’ With that Peter 
Cartwright turned and said: ‘‘I hear 
that General Jackson is in this au- 
dience. But I want to Say to Gener- 
al. Jackson that I have no gospel for 
him any different from that which I 
offer to every man.”* Then, in a voico 


of thunder, Cartwright cried: | “Ex. 
cept ye repent, ye shall all likewise 
perish! General Jackson, that mes- 


sage is for you, Poor man, that mes- 
sago is for you."’ So, towlay, John 
Wesley in’ his’ old pulpit, like Peter 
Cartwright in vision, is Stretching 
out his arms over the le sinful 
world crying: ‘Repent! Repent! Re 
pent!’’ And at the samo time he is 
calling: “Come to the mercy seat! 
Come! Come!** 

God bless John Wesley's: memory! 
God bless all Methodists and Metho- 
dism!

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The Delimitation of the Boundary 
Will Begin This June. 


Several Parties of Cauadian and Ameri- 
* @an Surveyors “iti Begin Werk Next

Ottawa, May 3.—The work of de- 
limiting the Canada-Alaska boundary 
according to the finding of the Lou- 
don ‘Tribunal, will be begun early in 
June, and will be prosecuted by set- 
eral partics of Canadian and Ameri- 
can surveyors, operating conjvintly 
until the-end of September. ~ From 
Mount St. Elias northward to. the 
shores of the frozen sea the line has 
already been laid along the 141st 
parallel, according to treaty. ‘This 
portion of the boundary was not in 
dispute. From St. Elias cast and 
south around the coast strip to the 
head of Portland Channel, a distance 
of 550 miles, the boundary will have 
to be marked by the surveyors, us 
determined by the Tribunal. 

It is expected that about one tenth 
of this distance will be delimited by 
the Joint survey this season. This 
docs not mean that it will take ten 
years to complete the marking of the 
boundary linv; all that will require 
to be laid off is that portion of the 
boundary which crosses rivers, val- 
leys and plateaus, in other words, 
the country through which travel is 
possible and prospecting probably. 
Mountain peaks will be ussuried ns 
boundary points wherever such have 
been marked on the map acco:;pany- 
ing the finding of the ‘Tribunal. 

W. F. King. chief astronomer of 
the Dominion, and Mr. ‘Titinan, chief 
of the United States Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey, the Commissionrs for 
Canada and the United States, r- 
spectively, will not go to Alaska this 
season, but will seo to the d:spatch 
of the survey“ parties and afterwards 
reduce the results of their work to 
map form. . Mr. King will lave for 
Vancouver, May 10. "Then he will 
organize the three Canadian survey 
Partics and start them for th» field 
of operations. 

Three American parties will be sent 
out at the same time.

PROVINCIAL HEALTH BOARD. 
Province Should Register All Cas 
Taberculesis—Canned Goods. 


Toronto, May 5.—Consumption and 
means of grappling with it’ were the 
main topics before the Provincial 
Board of Health yesterday, which 
met under” the’ presidency of © Dr/ 
Kitchen, St. George. There were 
present: Dra, Cassidy and Oldright, 
‘Toronto ; Boucher, . | Peterboro ; 
Thompson, Strathroy; “Douglas, Co- 
bourg, and -Hodgvtts, the secretary 
of the Board. Routine business hav- 
ing been disposed of, Dr. Hodgetts’ 
first report, upon which ‘Dr, Kitchen 
complimented him as being equal to 
that ‘‘of an old stager,’’ was read. 

The report fully considered various 
systems of notification in practice in 
tubercular cases, One paragraph 
said: ‘am of the opinion it is 
proper this board should consider 
the adoption of some system of noti- 
fication and registration of all cases 
of tuberculosis." 4 

"Not What They Seem. 


‘The report of the laboratory was 
of an extensive character. A number 
of samples of canned goods bad been 
examined, peas, corn, tomatocs, 
raspberries, — strawberrics, plums, 
peaches, black currants and apricot 
jams. Some copper and zinc, but in 
innocuous quantities, were found in 
tomatocs, 

‘None of ~ the ordinary preserva- 
tives were found. Seasonings wero 
few, in small quantities. Flavorings 
also were in limited quantities. ‘The 
cheap jams were chiefly filled (apple 
or turnip pulp). In these very little 
of the fruit was present, simply 
enough to give a’ seed hére and there 
through the mixture.”* 

It was also stated that some of the 
seeds in the Jams were not recogniz- 
ed. “They are not what - they are 
labelled to be, and the matter will 
be pushed further.”’

Japanese Landed 30,000 Men on the Liaotu 


Points—Vice-Admiral Skrydloff Cannot Now Reach His 
Destination and Will Probably Go to Viadivostock— 
News of Battle Is Hourly Expected. 





St. Petersburg, May 7.-A despatch 
received last night saya that V’ort 
Arthur ia cut of from all communi- 
cation by land, the Japaneso hay- 
ing disembarked in ita rear, occup- 
fed tho railroad and cut the tele 
graph, VicuAdmiral Skrydlof, who 
is on route to Port Arthur to take 
over comand of tho naval forces in 
the Far East will be unable to 
reach his destination, 

Landed at Two Places, 

According to official information 
the landing of troops from G0 trans- 
Ports began. simultancously at Pit- 
sewo and Cape Terminal, on the 
morning of May 5. It is also report- 
ed that troops are being landed at 
Kinchow, but this is not credited, 
as the Russians are known to have 
fortificationa there, and it is not be- 
lieved that tho Japaness had the 
daring to land immediately under 
an entrenched position from which 
the Russians could inflict severe in- 
jury on them, . 

30,000 Jape on Land. 

Complete details of the landing aro 
lacking, owing to the interruption of 
communication. No resistance was 
made, the few Cossacks, however, 
observing the movement, retiring 
when the warships shelled the shore 
preparatory to disembarkation. Ten 
thousand men were put ashore 
Thursday and the disembarkation 
Was procecding yesterday at the 
time that communication ceased. It 
is believed that there are over 30,- 
000 on land preparing for a forward 
movement, Two Japancse regiments 
were hurried westward yesterday 
morning to cut tho railroad and tele 
graph communication, One of these 
fired on a train conveying: the 
wounded from Port Arthur, * 

Enemy Made Demonstration. 

While the landing was proceeding 
Thursday the enemy's ships, consist- 
ing of the batticships Mikasa, Hat- 
suse, Shikishima, Yashima and Fujia 
and the cruisers Iwate, Idsuma, Ad- 
suma and Asama made a demonstra- 
tion of Port Arthur to prevent the 
possible egress of Russian torpedo 
doats. A number of Japanese tor- 
Pedo boats were also observed off 
Miado Island, in Pigeon Day.

Tokio, May 7.—The report of Ad- 
miral Hosoya received yesterday 
gives details of the landing of Ja- 
Panese troops on the Liaotung Pen- 
insula, suppressing the location of 
the landing place. He says: 

“Our seventh divisian with torpedo 
boats and the Hong Kong Maru and 
Nippon Maru arrived from the ad- 
vance base of the Lisotung Penin- 
sula at 5.30 May 5. Discovering a 
number of the enemy's patrols, we 
bombarded them for a short time, 
and then a landisg party of sailors, 
Captain Nomoto leading, was order- 
ed ashore. [t being low tide, it was 
impossible to use the boats, and the 
sailors plunged into the water ond 
waded breast deep for about a thou- 
beach 








Net a Shot Fired, 
“Immediately advdgacing, t took 
‘possession of a range ills with- 
out firing m shot, and © planted our 
Nag on the hills, ‘The gunboats 
Ainagi Oshima and Chiokal were em- 
Ployed to distract the enemy's at- 
tention. . They discovered a hundred 
of the enemy and shelled them, kill-

“Tho first floet of transports, on 
secing our flag displayed on an emi- 
nence. began landing troopa at 8B p. 
m. The troops, tho were forced to 
wade ashore, were in spipits. 

‘In_order-to facil the -further 
landing of troops piers are being 
erected. Our division is assisting in 
the work,”* 

‘The Kage Maru Groanded, 

who report of Admiral Kataoka, 
commander of the third — squadron, 
Rives additional details of the land- 
ing. The admiral reposts that hia 
squadron conveyed the first Latch of 
the second army to the Liaotung 
bane, and adds that the Kaga Maru 
grounded near the base at 3 o'clock 
‘Thurslay afternoon.’ She was assist. 
ed by the protected cruiser Akitsu- 
shima,~ which succeeded in floating 
the transport, which reached her des- 
tination safely at S o'clock the same 
evening. 





Parsing Condemned, 

London, May 7.—The Army Coun- 
cil dave issued a memorandum to 
officers condemning the system of 
“ragging’’ as dixereditable to the 
servios and subversive of good dis- 
cipline by transferring military au- 
thority to a number. of irresponsible 
ofticers. The council admit that gen- 
tlemen aro occasionally appuinted to 
the army who are not suited to the 
profession, and desire. to draw at- 
tention to the regulations cxisting 
for the removal of such officers. The 
commanding officer is to be held dir- 
ectly responsible when he fails to 
effectively exercise the powers vested 
in him, and if there is at any time 
a repetition of similar incidents the 
natnca of officers primarily implicat- 
ed are to be submitted to the King, 
with a view to their removal from 
the army.

Togo Reports That Port Arthur is Bottled, and Admits Heavy Loss 
_* Of Life—Another Russian Defeat in Manchuria.

St. Petersburg, May 7.—According 
to a persistent’ rumor, Gen. Kouro- 
patkin declded-not to give battle at 
Fengwangeheng.

Tn the middle ages the country houses 
of the nobility in England when the 
Owners were absent were used as hos- 
tels for travelers. The family arms al- 
ways hung fn front of the house, and 
gave it a popular4iame among travel- 
ers, who called a lion “gules” or azure 
simply “red” or “biue.” As these were 
intimations of good cheer and enter- 
tainment, Innkeepers adopted the idea. 

Lions bave always been, and are 
now, very favorite signs in England; 
Mons white, black, red, brown, golden, 
yellow—red belng the most common. 
Probably the Red Lion originated 
with the badge of John of Gaunt, duke 
of Lancaster, who married ‘the daugh- 
ter of Don Pedro, king of Icon and 
Castile, and who adopted the lion ram- 
pant gules of Leon to represent his 
claim to the throne. Under Richard 
and John lions became the settled 
arms of England, and were generally 
used by those who could find any 
claim.

E. F. Clarke Pelnts Out That the Strie- 
tures of the Opposition Were Directed 
to Aspersions Cast By Government 
Members Upon Character of Immigrants 
“wMarine Legislation. 


Ottawa, May 7.—Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
jer stated yesterday .in the House 
that the National Transcontinental 
Railway bill would not be taken up 
again till next Wednesday, 

More Mounted Police, 

The House took up the Mounted 
Police estimates. Sir Wilfrid Laur 
ler. explaincd that the increase of® 
$100,000 is to provide for an in- 
crease of 100 men in the force bring- 
ing its total strength up to 600 men, 
In reply to other questions by mem- 
bers, Sif Wilfrid Laurier explainod 
that $20,000 of the vote was requir- 
ed for re-arming the force, $10,000 
for new buildings and $70,000 for 
pay for-the increased force. It was 
tho intention to increase the force in 
the Northwest’ te 600 men, and in 
the Yukon to 300 men, 


Increase Necessary For Security, 


In the course of the further dis- 
cussion, Mr, Oliver defended the in 
crease of the police as a necessity to 
the maintenance of security in the 
territories, 

Dr. Sproule pointed out that pre 
vious to 1896 the Liberals contended 
that if the Territories were well gov- 
erned from Ottawa there would be 
no danger of insurrection or other 
troubles, and consequently the police 
forco ifight “be abolished. Since 
then, however, according to the Lib- 
erals, we have had the very best 
Government, yet the police must be 
increased. 

Condition Too Bad, 


Mr. Sifton said if it were made a 
condition of the granting of autono- 
my that the mounted police should 
be abolished, not 500 of the 500,000 
people in the Northwest would vote 
for provincial autonomy. He justified 
the increase in the police on the 
grounds of the increased demands of 
the Yukon, the draft occasioned by 
service in South Africa, the admin- 
istration of criminal law ia the 
Territorics by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, and the absence of any de 
Pot of permanent militia in the 
Northwest. 

BK. F. Clarke cordially supported 
the policy of an increase in the 
force and favored an increase of its 
pay, but reminded the Minister of 
the Interior that the strictures of the 
Opposition had been directed to as- 
Persions cast by members on the 
Government side upon the character 
of the immigrants coming into the 
Northwest. 

With the Ross Rifle, 


On the item of $170,000 for pay of 
the mounted police in the Yukon, the 
Prime Minister stated that the quea- 
tion of increasing the puy of the po- 
lice was under consideration, and 
Parliament might be called upon this 
session to vote the necessary 
amount. He added that the intention 
was to arm the force with the. Ross 
rifle. 


Marine Lepfelation, 


Mr. Prefontaine introduced two 
Dills respecting the harbors of Port 
Arthur and Fort William. Both har- 
bors are to be placed under the con- 
trol of harbor commissions. 

Another bill introduced. by Mr. 
Prefontaine amends the Pilotage Act, 
by giving the Governor-General-in- 
Council power to constitute the Min- 
ister of Marine and Fisheries the pil- 
otage authority over any harbor in 
Canada. The Goternor-General-in- 
Council will exerci®® his discretion 
in thin respect, 


To Inspect All Lpunches, 


Mr. [refontaine moved the first 
reading of a bill to amend tho 
Steamboat Inspection Acts ‘The bill 


provides for the inspection of the 
machinery and equipment of launches 
and boats propelled b asoline and 
clectricity. Under the existing law 
craft of this kind cannot be legally 
inspected. The new Jaw will apply 
to all launches used for the convey- 
ance of the public and to launches 
hired to private parties. 

Mr. Taylor reminded the Minister 
of Marine and Fisheries that thero 
are thousands of launches jn the St. 
Lawrence River, and it would require 
an army of officials to examine them. 

Mr, Prefontaine replied that public 
safety justified the somewhat Sweep 
ing character of the bill. “ 

Bhipping Casualties, 


Still another bill introduced by Mr. 
Prefontaino amends the Shippihe 
Casualties Act. * ‘The bill provides 
that officials who investigate steam- 
ship accidents inay enquire into the 
conduct of the pilot, as well as into 
the responsibility of the master and 
mate, Under tho existing law, if the 
conduct of the pilot is open to ques- 
tion an Investigation must be first 
held into-the conduct of the master 
and mate and a second investigation 
into the conduct of the pilot.

Was Not of Much International Interest 


—Nothing But the Unity of the Union- 


iste Will Lay Spectre of Home 


Bule or Protect Great Imperial In- 


terests, 


London, May 7.—The annual de- 
mMonstration of the Primrose Leaguo 
attracted an enormous gathering at 
Albert Hall yesterday afternoon, be- 
ing the centenary year of the birth 
of the late Lord “Beaconsfeld (Dis- 
raeli). The decorations were moro 
¢elaborato than usual. 

Premier Balfour’s address was not 
of much international interest. Tho 
forelgn affairs of this country, were, 
he declared, in a happy and pros- 
perous condition. Mr. Dalfour at- 
tached enormous value to the Anglo- 
French agreement, because he be- 
lieved it was going to prove a per- 
manent arrangement. Forcign Secre- 
tary Lansdowne and Foreign Minis- 
ter Delcasse had done work which 
was not only bencficlal to thelr ro- 
Spective coufitrics, but -to the whole 
world. 

Mr. Balfour ‘referred to the near 
east as ‘The despair of European 
statesmen,’* and pointed out that 
tho Government did not Propose to 
Play into the hands of revolution- 
ists, ‘‘who would rather sce genuine 
reform fail than succeed if it did not 
cover all thoir demands.”’ 

The Premier concluded’ with lectur- 
ing the Opposition on their attitude 
towards the colonies, especially in 
regard to Chincse labor, and declar- 
ing that nothing but the unity of 
tho Unionist party would finally lay 
the spectre of homo rule or protect 
great Imperlal interests from the {n- 
jury which they were threatened,

Japs Sweep Onward. - 





Newchwang, May 9.—There 1s every 
indication that the Russians have 
decided “to evacuate ‘ Newchwang. 
Troops. were leaving here all day 
yesterday. Forts’ have been dis 
mantled, and all artillery have been 
Placed on board trains. All the lo- 
cal transportation ‘has been com- 


mandcered by the Russian authori- 


tics. 

There is current here a native ru- 
mor that Japancso troops are in 
Foochau Bay (on the west coast of 
the Liaotung Peninsula and about 
60 miles north of Port Arthur, but 
this report lacks confirmation. 

Wil Fight the Brigands, 

The fear is held here that Hf the 
Russians leave and the Japanese do 
not at once take possession of New- 
chwang the brigands, who are now 
across the river, near Yinkow, will 
pillage the place. Tho forcign resi- 
dents ore prepared to resist the bri- 
gands should they como over. The 
British consul has requested that oa 
gunboat be sent to Newchwang. 

The Russians probably will destroy 
the gunboat Sivoutch before leaving, 
The verssel is at Newchwang. The 
Japanese troops fired on what prob- 
ably was the last train out of Port 
Arthur as it) passed near Port 
Adams. They used artillery and 
small arms and killed or wounded 
several Chinese. 

Alexieff Reported Wounded, 

It is reported here that Viceroy 
Alexie? was slightly wounded prior 
to his departure from Port Arthur. 
He barely escaped from there: before 


the Japanese ciosed the lines oF Com~ 
munication, The Russian general 
staf have moved from Liaoyang to 
Mukden. Russians here will not talk 
of the situation for fear that thoy. 
may impart some information. They 
do not consider that their forces 
here are sufficient to hold thie seo- 
tion of the country. It is probable 
that the Russian troops will with- 
draw to Harbin, 

Tho Russian civilians at New- 
chwang are leaving hurriedly, and 
many natives are fiecing the city in 
fear that- they will be subjected to 
maltreatment at the hands of the 
brigands. 

Japa in Fengwangcheng, 

Tokio, May 9.—The Japanese cap- 
tured Fengwangcheng the day before 
yesterday, Friday. It was the  sec- 
ond line of the Russian defence and 
a stiff fight was anticipated, 

Gen, Kuroki pressed forward and 
attacked before the Russian had re- 
‘covered from the demoralization and 
confusion into which they had been 
thrown by their previous defeat on 
the Yalu River. 

Tho Russians tefore retiring  ex- 
ploded the magazine, but left large 
quentitics of hospital stores, which 
are being used by the Japanese hos- 
pitals. Refugees from the woods and 
small villages ure surrendering con- 
Blantly. 

The Russians buried many of their 
dead. Natives in the vicinity of 
Fengwangeheng say that last Mon- 
day the Kussians carried about 890

Over 300 Russian prisoners aro en 
route to Matsuyama, where they-are 
expected to arrive on Wednesday. 

Russians Admit It, 

St. Petersburg, May 9.—Gen, Kuro- 
patkin has sent the following tele 
gram, under date of May 7: 

Licut.-Gen, Zassalitch to-«day  re- 
Ports thdt the cnomy's cavalry and 
units of their advance guard  occu- 
Pied Fengwangcheng to-day. 

"Two companies and two  squad- 
rons of their force procecded towards 
Dallandiaputse. Our cavalry and 
units withdrew towards Schiendijane. 

“Scouts from Fengwangcheng — re- 
port that two Japanese divisions ad- 
vanced May 6 towards” Fengwang- 
cheng by the main road from Pian- 
min, A third division advancing by 
the valley of the Ai River occupied a 
position near  Khuandiputse and 
posted batterics to fire upon Feng- 
wangcheng, counting upon finding our 
troops there. 

“The Japanese advanced slowly 
and very cautiously upon Feagwang- 
cheng."’ 

Japa Capture Tallenwan, 

Shanghai, May 9.—It Is reported 
that the Japanese captured Talien- 
wan Saturday. ‘Talienwan, which the 
Russians call Daluy, is on the cast- 
ern shore of the Liaotung Peninsula, 
just above Port Arthur, The aim- 
bition of the Russians has been to 
make it a great commercial centre. 
To that end they spent over $20,- 
000,000 in building docks and ware- 
houses there, The bay is deep and 
well protected from storms, 

Kussta Full of Internal Troubles, 

Vienna, May 9.—Alarming rumora 
Tegarding the internal condition of 
Russia are current here. A conspir- 
acy is said to have been discovered 
fn Russian Poland, with the result 
that cighteen of the ringleaders were 


shot. Sanguinary cottisions  be- 
tween tho people and the police have 
taken place in Finland, and an in- 
fernal machine ix said to have been 
found in the Winter Palace in one 
of tho Czar's living rooms, 

Troubles Never Come Singly. 

St. Petersburg, May 9.—The Viedo- 
mosti says that the garrison of 
Cronstadt) was recently summoned 
to extinguish ao fire of wood and 
shavings in the fortress, which was 
blazing near where pryoxiline and 
shells were stored. It was alter- 
wards discovered that the shavings 
had been soaked with petroleum. « 

Took Many Muss Prisoners, 

‘thanbaikwan, May 9.—It is re- 
ported here that there has been  se- 
verG fighting at Fengchangwang, in 
which the Japanese were vietorious. 
They took many prisoners. ‘The Rus- 
sians are retreating toward Huaicheng 
(32 miles cast by orth of Cheng- 
chwang) and are evacuating the 
weatepw aide of tho Liaotung Penin- 
stla,. . 

On Thursday and Saturday of last 
week the Japanese landed 10,000 
men at Kinchau Bay, 10,000 at Foo- 
chau Bay and 7,000 at YPitsewo. 
They occupied the towns of Wafung- 
tien and Pulantien ond destroyed 
several miles of the railroad. Heavy 
fighting has been heard in tho direc- 
tion of Kaichau, where Japancse 
troops have been seen recently. 

Port Arthur's Isolation Completed, 

The isolation of Port Arthur is 
complete; Sixteen Japancse warships 
protected tho landing of troops at 
Kinchau Bay, directing a> sweepin 
fire over the narrow isthumus befofo 
Seventy- 
five Russians who were wounded in 
this fighting were brought in on the 
last train to arrive there. 

Food is scarce at Mukden. The 
troops there are cating bean cakes. 
Many Japa Missing, 

Tékio, May 9.—The casualties in 
the last attempt of tho Japancse 
flevt to block Port Arthur May 3 are 
one officer, Commander Takayangi, 
commanding the stcamer Yedo, and 
six men killed; four men — seriously 
and cleven © men slightly wounded. 
Fourteen officers and 74 men aro 
missing, and eight officers. and 36 
men were rescued uninjured. All the 
oflicers of the blocking ships, in- 
cluding Commander Takayangi, who 
wero killed, have been decorated and 

gtanted annuitics by the Emperor. 
Greatest in Jap History, 

Tokio, May 9.—A great popular 
demonstration was held here = last 
night in honor of the victories 
achieved by the Japancse army and 
navy. 

Tens of thousands of people carry- 
ing lanterns, fags and banners, 
marched past tho Imperial palace and 
tho offices of tho Foreign, War and 
Navy Departments, 

At the Navy Department they were 
reviewed by some of the Imporial 
Princes and Princesses and high offi- 
clals of the Government and the Im- 
perial houschold. 

Many bands of muaic accompanied 
the marchers, and there were beauti- 
ful displays of fireworks.

JUDGMENT AT TORONTO REFUS- 
ING AN ORDER ASKED FOR 
. BY THE COMPANY.

Such were the thrashing floors of 
the ancients. Now, as Moses went in 
and out of the country he saw a 
great many of these thrashing floors, 
Furthermore, ho saw that among 
théir owners there were 4 great many 
mean men in those days, as there are 
in our own days. He saw that these 
mean men nearly always first showed 
their meanness to their beasts, 
They not only overworked their oxen 
but they underfed them. Their mean- 
hess was most cmphatically demon- 
strated when thrashing. Fearing lest 
their hard worked oxen might reach 
down and pick up from the thrash- 
ing foora a stray mouthful of grain 
to cat, these mean farmers would 
muzzle their beasts so that the hun- 
gry animals could see the food and 
yet not cat any. Now, Moses says 
in a practical way: ‘These men 
must be taught to be merciful to 
their beasts, TI have inmade a law re 

p quiring them to obey God and be 
just in) their dealings with their 

; Meighbors. Now I will make another 
law requiring them to be liberal in 
their, provision for the animals which 
work for them."* Then the great 
law-giver of the Hebrews sits down 
and writes these words of my text: 
‘“Thou shalt not muzzle the ox when 
he treudeth out the corn,” 

Moses was the first great states- 
man that I know of who recognied 
the rights of dumb animals. It is a 
significant fact that in this early 
cotle of laws he should have given 
legal rights to animals os well as 
to men and women, It was a sound 
and righteous course, and I am glad 
to remember that we, too, have not 

} only laws to prevent the ill usage of 
aniinals, but also in the Humane So- 
ciety an organization to sev that 
those laws are cnforeed. I want to 
show you this morning why every 
Christian should be in touch with 
that society and that its principles 
should be applicd to all classes and 
all ages. There is no reason why the 
admonition should be Jimited to the 
farmer. ‘The boy should be taught 
to be good to his pet dogs and 
squirrels; the drayman should be 
compelled to lighten the load if his 
horse is too weak to draw it; the 
hacknan — should) bo required to 
blanket his steed shivering in the 
chill blasts of winter; the sportsman 
should) be prohibited shooting the 
mother bird in nesting time, I 
would try to show that the Christ 
who was born amid the lowing of 
the cattle and the bleating of the 
sheep and the neighing of the horses, 
Whinnying for their oats, is to-day 
the friend and protector of th® dumb 
brutes as well as of our fellow men, 

The Humane Society of America 
should be accounted one of the best 
of socictics. Its work has a deeper 
and a wider significance. than somo 
of us may have heretofore supposed, 
The evil of cruelty to animals docs 
not end with tho inflicting of pain 
and injustice on the dumb brutes. 
But as the small fibrous tumor, nest- 
ling under the fair skin, if let alone, 
muy reach out its fatal roots toward 
the heart, so the ovils of crucity 
against dumb animals may at last 
reach out for the heart of man it- 
self, Injustice against the dumb 
brute inevitably paves the way for 
injustice against the dumb brute’s 
master. Hoa boy delights to torture 
a dog or a cat or a mouse, there 

iwill surely come a time when that

A man's nature is degraded by in- 
dulgiig in cruelty to nhimals. He 
losses his manliness and acquires the 

nature of brutes. He undergocs in 

his Mfetime the metamorphosis that 
the oricntals believe he suffers after 
edeath. In the Far East there is a 
popular belief held by multitudes; it 
iso belief in tho transmigration of 
souls, ‘This means, in popular inter- 
pretation, that. after ao man dies his 
soul passes into the body of a dog 
or @ cat or a horse or a lion and so 
lives on through the coming ages. 

If he is a mean man then he becomes 

@ mean beast like a jackal or a 

hyena, if a good man then his soul 






takes upon itself the form of a noble | 


beast; but though in Christianized 
America we do not believe in the 
transmigration of souls we may sce 
around us an analogous phenomenon. 
When a man abuses a dumb brute he 
ig not punished by having his soul 
at death pass into tho bouy of a 
jackal, but he takes on the character 
of those cruel, bestial, four legged 
scavengers of the desert, and he be- 
comes one of them in his nature. 
What is to-day one of the chicf 
causes of tho moral and spiritual as 
well as tho temporal degeneracy of 
Spuin? It is without doubt due to 
the bestial and brutalizing tenden- 
cies of tho merciless bullfight. These 
Spanish bullfights always ,take place 
on Sunday because they are held to 
be tho sacred national game. A

| Blows and kicks and cuffs only make 

| & stubborn horse the more stubborn 
tand the balky animal the more set 
in his traces. I never learned this 
lesson {n a more impressive way than 
when I passed two summers almost 
within a stone's throw of one of the 
in this country. 
What magnificent animals © those 
were! Racing horses were not raised 
there, but the best blood for car- 
riage horses and rondsters of all 

-sorts, Their clean limbs, their flash- 
ing cyes, their high strung, nervous 
organization, made those animals 
the pride of almost every stable they 
entered. Yet the whip waa never 
used upon them, They were trained 
almost entirely by kindness. After 
the colts had been allowed to run in 
the flelds for about three years, al- 
ways, however, being petted by 
their owners, they wero ready for tha 
harness, The first day on which the 
bridle was put upon them a strap 
was fastencd. on the fore hoof to 
teach them that they must mind. 
That was all.- After the first two 
or three days the horse learned that 
if he plunged the strap would be ap- 
plicd to raise hia forefoot and keep 
him-on three legs. Having learned 

the lesson he ceased to plunge, and

Suppos- 
ing you were a horse hitched to a 
carriage, Supposing every time you 
inade a misstep there was a whip like 
a knife ready to cut into your skin, 
would not your nerves be continual- 
ly unstrung? Would you not always 
be ready to jump, to shy and to 
rear? Supposing you were in a stall 
with your head tied to a halter and 
tho hostler wanted you to move over 
to the other side of the stall, and 
instcad of placing his hand gently 
upon you and saying quietly, *‘No 

move over,’ he gives you a savage 
kick inthe stomach or a cuff upon 
the side of the head that made your 
ear ring and your brain dizzy with 

Pain, What would you do? Would 
you bite and kick him if you got the 
chance? I doubt whether human na- 
ture would be as long suffering as 
equine naturo under such provoca- 
tion. But if every time that hostler 
came around you ‘got a caress or a 
plece of apple overy time ho applics 
the currycomb and a kind, reassur- 
ing word every time a shricking en- 
gine came past I think that hostler 
or driter would bo loved and “trust- 
ed and obeyed just as my little!child 
has, through my kindness, lcarned 
to love and trust and obey me.

| that of man if that loving power of’ 
the heart Is over allowed to develop. 
I believe that a dog can love as a 
man can love. I believe a horse can 
love asa man can love, and a bird 
also. We should be very careful lest 
we trample upon the hearts of the 
dumb brutes, ax some of us too often 
trample upon the hearts of men. 

But, lastly, we should be kind and 
gentle and loving toward the dumb 
brutes because God loves them, and 
| what Gbd loves we should not de- 
Spise, used to think that God cre- » 
ated this world for man. I used to 
think that all other worlds were mere- 
ly empty, burned out worlds like the 
moon, I used to think that the oth- 
er Worlds Were not worth’ tit decor- 
ating and upholstering because man 
| Was not there. But now I believe 

all worlds are created as our own 

world was created because God 
loves the beautiful and has declared 
that overything he created in the unt- 

Verse was good. Yes, God ‘hath 

made everything beautiful in his 

time.’’ In his eyes tho trout spring- 
ing out of the brook and sporting in 
the eddy is good; therefore we should 
not catch it for mere wanton sport 
to lect it rot upon the bank. God 
turned the throat of the nightingale 
and the lark to sing after tho twi- 
light, and in God's sight their music 
is sweet. As our Father loves the 
birds we should not think it silly to 
throw a few crumbs into the snow 
bank for the snowbirds which have 
been caught in the blizzard, nor to

God loves the lambs. He made the 
sheep’s gentleness the symbol of a 
divine gentlencss.: Christ was led as 
a sheep dumb before his shearers, 
and as a lamb at the slaughter he 
opened not his mouth. God made the 
horse and saw that he was good. On 
that great day of the triumph of 
righteousness over sin Jesus, the 
eternal conqueror, shall come riding 
down the heavenly heights upon the 
white charger of victory. Oh, my 
friends, if God created the beasts of 
the fields and the birds of the air 
and the fish of the seas and saw 
they Were good we should be kind 
and gentle and loving toward them 
all! From the dumb creatures as 
¥ell as from the sweet voices of the 
woods wo may learn some of the 
best lessons of Christian love. 

God bless tho Humano Society of 
America! God bless all those men 
and women who are taking off the 
cruel collars galling the necks of the 
horses suffering with sores and un- 
hitching horses that are hobbling 
along on docayed feet!

Ottawa, May 10.—Waltcr Scott of 
West - Assiniboia yesterday returned 
to his favorite topic, the Long Lake, 
Qu’Appelle and Saskatchewan Kail- 
way, and succeeded in monopolizing 
all the afternoon and part of the ev- 
ening sitting of the House. The set- 
tlers in the West, according to Mfr. 
Scott, ure being wretchedly served 
by this railway. Upon their “hard- 
ships he discoursed in halting ac- 
cents for a couple of hours. He lo- 
cated the root of tho whole trouble 
in E. B. Osler, M. P. for West To- 
ronto, the chicf controller of the 
road. On previous occasions Mr. 
Scott has attacked tho junior mem- 
ber for West Toronto on tho 
strength of the latte#’s connection 
with tho Long Lake, Qu’Appelle and 
Saskatchewan Railway. He was even 
more bitter yesterday. /Ho read let- 
ters from settlers-and’ bondholders, 
charging the railway company in 
general and Mr. Osler)in particular 
with some very serious misdemean- 
ors, The names of the accusers he 
refused to divulge, though the point 
of order was pressed hard by the Op- 
position. 

T. O. Davis of Saskatchewan sup- 
ported the attack of his colleague 
from West Assiniboia. Mr. Osler was 
not in the House during the  after- 
noon. He will doubtless take an 
varly opportunity of answering the 
accusations fathered by his two irre- 
pressible enemies from the west.

PALL WHEAT A PAILURE. 
Wellington Couuty Alene Gives Relled 
From the Gloomy Outlook. 


Toronto, May 11.—From detailed 
reports received, coming from dis- 
tricts practically repreacnting the 
present arable capacity of the Pro- 
vince, it will ~ be seen that farmers 
all over have been hit hard with 
their winter wheat. From only one 
section—Wellington—does there come 
any relicf to the prevailing gloom, 
and there present indications point 
to a spleruid yicld from a good 
average acreage, 

‘There is substantially unanimity as 
to the cause of this unfortunate posi- 
tion of atfuirs this year. All agree 
that the young planta ‘were killed 
through the formation of thick ice 
shevts close to the ground and the 
consequent smothering of the wheat. 
Vhe pessing of the snow found the

wheat fields 
they did not pick up, many farmers 
have already plowed them down and 
replanted ‘with spring wheat, oats or 
barley, 

In some quarters this pessimistic 
outlook is not fully concurred in. 
Many farmers persist {p taking a 
more hopeful view of the situation, 
and are confident that the plants 
will actually make their sppearance.

' quin at the top, ‘The burlap-was Ined 
throughont with turkey red. Red felt 
wus used for a border acroas the top 
and battom.-This was feather stitched 
to the burlap with red worsted in clus- 
ters of six quite long stitches, the mid- 
Ule stitch belng the longest; and were 
graduated toward each “end, with a 
spnee of about an Inch between each 
cluster, 

‘the border of felt across the lambre- 
quin end of the curtain’ was about 
clzht Inches deep. Across the bottom 
of the curtain the border Was a little 
deeper and was set up from the bot- 
tom, leaving about five inches of the 
burtap below ft. 

It was an extremely effective cur- 
talu and was made very quickly and 
With little expense by a busy house.

“The proper way to dry woolens,” 
anys a lurge manufacturer of woolen 
zoods, “is to hang the garments on the 
tine dripping wet without wringing 
out at all.

‘OSLER HIT SCOTT HARD 





Likens Attacks on Him to Gam- 
bols of Alaskan Sable. 





If Parliamentary Rules Did Not Proven; 
He Would Characterize Mr, Scott's 
Chat ges With a Single “Word of Three 
Letters—The Militia Resolutions Passed 
Pay of the Men te Be Increas- 
on 


Ottawa, May 11.—Assortions and 
contradictions, charges and counter 
charges, personalties {n profusion, 
and points of ‘order at frequent in- 
tervals were tho [caturcs of yester- 
day’s sliting of the House. The 
affray began with E. B. Osler reply- 
ing to the attack made on him in 
the House yesterday by Walter Scott 
end T. O. Davis. It ended when the 
Osler sympathizers and the Scott- 
Davis people exhausted their powers 
of recrimination. 

Mr. Osler gave tho history of his 
connection with the Long Lake, Qu’. 
Appelle and Saskatchowan Railway, 
and the Calgary-Edmonton Railway, 
Incidentally he likened Walter Scott 
to a specics of Alaskan Sable and 
inveiled’ tanguago characterized 
Scott's charges as a lic. ‘‘Curs and 
mongrcls” was another of the de- 
scriptive phrases Mr. Osler shot at 
his assailants. 

Walter Scott declined to accept Mr. 
Osler’s explanations, and  hyper- 
sensitiveness causd him to resent 
the language in which the explana- 
tion was couched. ‘Tho controversy 
soon spread, and it was 9 o'clock 
before one of the most inglorious 
squabbles that was ever witnessed in 
the House came to an end, 

Sir ¥rederick’s Estimates, 


Sir Frederick Borden moved the 
House into committee on his resolu- 
tion fixing the pay of the permanent 
force and militia under tho new bill. 
Replying to Mr. McColl, the Minister 
of SMilitin said that tho increase to 
tho militia would begin from tho 
coming into force of the act. It was 
not retroactive, but on and after 
three years service, dating from the 
passage of the act, tho militiaman 
would receive $1 per day. 

Sir Frederick Borden said that 
there was some provision that refere 
ring to increase for good conduct, 
under which a man, if his conduct 
was good could receive his advance 
of 25c. at once. In the militia a-man 
would receive his 50 cents per day 
the first year, then probably 70 cents 
on enlistment, then advance to 75 
eents and 83 cents, and in the third 
year to $1, 

Mr. Borden suggested that the 
wording of the resolution might be 
changed with advantage to the mi- 
litiamen. 

The resolution was finally amended 
to read that the pay of privates 
shall be at the rate of 50c. a day, 
which rate may be increased as may 
be prescribed by regulations approv- 
ed by tho Governor-in-Council, but 
not to exceed a maximum of $1 a 
day. 

On tho resolution giving the Gov- 
errorin-Council power to fix the 
pay and allowances of the officers of 
the general staff, and headquarters 
stafl, Mr. Clarke entered a plea on 
behalf of, the district officers com- 
manding, who, he said, wero under- 
paid. 

Sir Frederick said that while he 
could not state exactly the amount 
that would be allowed by the Goy- 
ernor-in-Council there would be an 
increase which he hoped would be 
satisfactory. 

The resolution providing for the 
appantment of an officer holding the 
rank pot below that of colonel in the 
militi@ charged with the military in- 
spectidg of the militia, salary $6,- 
000 a Sear, wan then considered. 

Not While G.0.C, Is Motained, 

Sir Frederick Borden explained that 
it was not Intended to appoint an 
inspector-gencral so long as the of- 
fice of _géneral officer commanding 
was retained, Power was merely 
taken to appoint such an ofMcer - in 
case Canada should see fit to adopt 


the new English system. In that 
event the office of G.O.C. would be 
abolished, as it haa been abolished 


in England. In England an army 
council has been created. It is com- 
posed of tho Minister_ and leading 
military men, the Beputy Minister 
or Under Secretary of State. The 
leading meinber would be known as 
the chief of general staff. Sir Freder- 
ick Borden said he favored the new 
English system, and he thought Ca- 
nada should have a similar system 
in case the armies of the two coun- 
tries should be called upon to act in 
concert In Canada. Me did not think 
the adoption of the English system 
would mean the increased expendi- 
ture of a single dollar. 

More responsibility would likely de=- 
volve on tho district officers, who at 
present have little or no power, and 
take all their orders from Ottawa. 
The dutica of the inspector-general 
are to Instruct and report to the 
army council as to the condition of 
oMcers in the militia. He might be 
an Imperial officer or might not. Sir 
Frederick explained that it was d& 
sirable for the Government to have 
the power to appoint such an officer 
in case it should “be deemed advis- 
able to adopt the English system. 
The resolution passed. 

Canadian Artillery Association, 

Sir Frederick Dorden introduced a 
bill to incorporate the Canadian 
Artillery Association just as the Do- 
minion Rifle. Aasociation was incor-

~ London, May 11.—Sir Henry M. 
Stanley, the African explorer, passed 
away peacefully shortly after six 
o'clock yesterday. He was quite con- 
scious to the last and’was able to 
recognize his wife. 

Before he died Sir Henry expressed 
a wish to be buried at his country 
seat, Furze Hill, Pirbright, Surrey. 
The question, however, is being dis- 
cussed of burying him beside Living- 
stone, in Westminster Abbey. 

Staaley's Career, 


Sir Henry Morton Stanley, the 
most famous of modern explorers, 
was born of poor parents near Den- 
bigh, Wales, in 1841, and at. firat 
bore the name of John Rowlands., 
When about fifteen he worked his way 
as cabin boy to New Orleans, where 
he was. employed by a merchant 
named Stanley, whose name he as- 
sumed. He served in the Confederate 
army in the Civil war, contributed 
to several Journals, and in 1867 be- 
gan his conncction with The New 
York Herald. As its special correa- 
pondent. he accompanied Lord Na- 
pier’s Abyssininn expedition, and the 
first news of the fall of Magdala was 
conveyed to Uritain by The New 
York Herald. Stanley next went to 
Spain for his paper, and in October, 
1869, received from Mr. Gordon Ben- 
nett the laconic instruction, ‘Find 
Livingstone.”” Dut first he visited 
Egypt for the opening of the Suez 
Canal, and traveled through Pales- 
tine, Turkey, Persia and India. © In 
January, 1871, he reached Zanzibar, 
and in March marched into the heart 
of Africa, On the 10th November he 
“found’’ Livingstone at Ujiji. The 
two explored the north of Lake Tan- 
ganyika, and settled that it had no 
connection with the Nile basin, In 
March, 1872, Stanley set out for the 
coast. On his arrival in England he 
was awarded the medal of the Royal 
Geographical Society, and his beok, 
“How I Found Livingstony” had an 
enormous sale. An expedition under 
Stanley, who had followed the 
Ashanti campaign for The New York 
Herald, was fitted out jointly by The 
Herald and The Daily Telegraph to; 
complete Livingstone’s work, and in 
August, 1874, he left England for 
Bagamoyo. Thence he made for the 
Victoria Nyanza, — circumnavigated 
the lake, formed a close friendship 
with King Mtcsa of Uganda, next de 
termined the shape of Lake Tangan- 
yika, passed down the Lualaba to 
Nyangwe, and by a ten — months’ 
journey from Nyangwe traced the 
course of the Congo to the sea, 
Having published ‘‘Through © the 
Dark Continent’ in 1878, in 1879 
he again went out to found, under 
the auspices of the King of the Bel- 
gians, the Congo Free State. He 
took part in thy Congo Congress at 
Berlin in 1884-5, and lectured in 
Great Britain and America’ on his 
African work. In 1886 he was sum 
moned from America to take com- 
mand of the expedition for the re 
lief of Emin Pasha. In March he, his 
oMcers, Soudanese soldiers,  cte., 
landed at the mouth of the Congo. 
On the 15th of June the expedition 
had reached Yambuya, on the Aru- 
wimi, where he left a part of his 
650 men under Major Barttelot, and 
with 388 men marched into the for- 
est. Disaster overtook the rear col- 
umn, but after long delay news came 
that Emin and Stanley had joined 
hands on the shores of the Albert 
Nyanza. ‘The return journey — was 
made overland to the cast coast, 
and Bagamoyo was reached in De 
cember, 1889, In 1890 he received in 
London a reception almost royal in 
its splendor. The Geographical So- 
ciety gave him a special gold medal, 
and Oxford, Cambridgo, Edinburgh 
and Durham conferred on him hon- 
orary degrees. That same year he 
married the clever artist, Miss Doro- 
thy Tennant. In 1891-2 he lectured 
in America and Australia. Me was 
naturalized as a British subject in 
1892, and stood unsuccessfully for 
North Lambeth in the Unionist in- 
terest; he was, however, returned at 
the general election of 1895. Among 
his published books other than those 
mentioned are a novel, “My Kalu- 
lu’ (1873), “‘Comassie and Mag- 
dala’? (1874), “The Congo” (1885). 
“In Darkest Africa, or the Rescur of 
Emin" (1890), “My Dark Compan- 
fons and Their Strange Stories’ 
(1893), and “My Early Travels in 
America and Asia" (1895). 
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To Nevivify Royal College. 
. Kingston, May: 11.—The Royal Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons is 
to be revived, with Sonator Sulli- 
van, one of the charte® members, as 
president. This corporation has a 
royal charter, issued in 1866. Since 
the Queen's Medical College resumed 
its relation with Queen’s the ‘Royal 
College has been dormant. It is now 
Proposed to revive it and utilize its 
examining powers in granting fel- 
lowships and the degree of F.R.C.P. 
S. This degree can only be secured 
on examination of a high standard 
and a thesis by doctors of five years’ 
standing. Since 1892 the Royal Col- 
lego has conferred one or two de 
grees, but now it is proposed to 
thoroughly reorganize it and make it 
@ live corporation.

The watered stock 
of Canadian railways amounted to 
an appalling sum, and upon this the 
people had to muke up the divid- 
ends.

“If,"", safd Mr. Pope, ‘‘we can’t do 
anything olso, let us take into con- 
sideration the: purchase of all the 
railways in Canada, even ff they 
cost $250,000,000, tnd ace if we 
can’t get some benefit out of them.’* 

Mr, Richardson of South Grey, 
considered the time most inoppor- 
tune after a hard winter to increaso 
rates. The result was to accentuate 
the ill-fecling of farmers towards 
railway companics. There was a 
feeling, ho said, that) we were no 
longer a self-governing country, but 
that the country in its matcrial in- 
terests {is controlled by the large 
roilwny corporations. It had come 
to this that the price of a commod- 
ity was practically fixed by the rail- 
ways, which was an intolerable con- 
dition and one demanding immed- 
jate redress, 


Convenient Hiding Place, 


Mr. Johnston of Cardwell, likened 
the Railway Commission to a con- 
venient hiding place for the Govern- 
ment to retreat behind when urged 
to do something to relieve the peo- 
ple from the oppression of the rail- 
way companies, He gave an instance 
where last winter, owing to delay in 
shipment, he lost $21 in freight rat- 
es, and the expense of feeding a 
bunch of cattle for three and a half 
tionths, Ife pointed out that the 
farmers had had to foot bills for the 
extra cost of keeping roads open last 
winter and wanted to know why the 
railways should not also put up with 
tome loss, Hf, however, the railway 
companies were going to make the 
farmers, by means of higher freight 
rates all summer, pay for. the com- 
Punies’ winter losses it was certain- 
Iy the strongest argument yet for 
Government: ownership of railways. 

Mr. Cocttrome arrainged the Grand 


inatory charges upon freight, men- 
tioning as an illustration a charge 
of 75c, a barrel upon apples between 
Hastings and. Ottawa, as compared 
with a dollar a barrel from Western 
Ontario points to Breat Britain. Mr.

The third declared that the expres- 
sion ‘‘working expense shall not in- 
clude any tolls or rents for rolling 
stock.*" 

The fourth was that in case of 
goods shipped over the G.T.P., and 
not specially routed, tho rate shalk 
“not be higher to a Canadian than to 
a foreign port,

AG IN GERMANY. 


It Is a Custom Firmly Established 
~ Among the Students, 

In every German university there is 
still dueling, and there will be as long 
as German unlverailtics exist, Each 
has its quota of fighting clubs, which 
correspond to our own sécret societies. 
Every student {s anxious to be invited 
to’ Join one of these clubs, and, having 
been. fnltiated, it is not long before Je: 
is nssigned to a duel. The members of - 
these various organizations are distin- 
guished by thelr colored bands and 
caps, as our fraternity men are by 
| their Greek letter badges. The most 
aristocratic of the fighting corps are 
the Borussia at Bonn, to which all the 
Hohenzollern princes belong, and the 
Saxo-Borussla at Heldelberg, of which 
most of the German princes outside of 
the Hohenzollerns are members. Other 
prominent fighting corps are the Rhe- 
nania of the University of Wurtzburg, 
Normania of Berlin, Franconia of Mu- 
nich and the famous corps of Ianno- 
vera, in which Bismarck was a famous 
fighter, of Gottingen. Every corps has 
its own officers, its own laws, rules, 
regulations, but all are bound’by a unl- 
versal “code of honor,” 

The customs and ceremonials incl- 
dent to these student duels are queer 
and pecullarly fascinating, the cos- 
tumes and fighting attire unique and 
interesting. The duels are of two 
kinds—the one an “honor duel,” where 
ono student has insulted another, and 
honor has to be satisfied by a little 
blood Jetting, but these are often not 
infrequently the . result. of purpose 
rather than of actual insult Jast for the 

suke of a little fighting. The German 

student, like Pat, Is often “spolling for 
an fight.” The other kind of duel 1s gen- 
erally a more serious matter and is 

known as “by agreement.” It is by a 

challenge from one corps te another 

and partakes of the tournament order,

‘EASTER EGGS. 
How Little Giris Used te Color Thera 
Years Age in Old Virginia, 

Easter eggs were a great thing with 
us little girls in Virginia. I do not re- 
member whether there was any taik 
of new Easter clothes; but, then, that 
‘would have been In our eyes a small 
matter in comparison. The prettiest 
ones by far were dyed with callco. 
Get the cniico elther small figured, 
wee sprigs of flowers and the like, or 
with a flower large enough to decorate 
the whole side of the egg. A piece 
-nbont 4 by 7 inches will serve the pur-. 
pose or two pieces 3% by 4 Inches, 
or larger if tho figures require it in or- 
der.to be well placed upon the egg. 

In covering put the right side of the 
goods to the egg, and tack or pin the 
callco tight over it, and follow. this 
tacking with closc sewing (sce Illustra. 
tion), drawing the callco tight and as 
smooth as possible, especially where the 
figures are, as you wish the figures to 
Ye fat against the egg, and whole fig- 
ures, If possible, rather than parts, 
Outside of these swooth places. the 
plalts and ridges (resembling the spurs 
of a mountain range) need extra btitch- 
es and extra tightening to adjust them 
tight. 

We were advised to use calicoes 
which faded easily,-but tlint was ex- 
aggerated advice. The tolerably fast 
dark colors succeed better. The brown, 
black or scarlet of good, fast colored 
prints scarcely color the egg at all. 
Purple secms desirable and dark: blue. 
Deep pink roses often come out beautl- , 
ful, A white or very light ground fs 
generally best. 

Prints not intended to be washed do. 
yell, For instance, the cheaper draper- 
jes, like thick silkoline nnd the thin 
furniture coverings. especially old fash- 

















foned “curtain callco” (lately fashion- 
able again), which has a sort of var- 
nisbed glare, 

We boiled our eggs (thus sewed in 
thelr covery) in weakened lye, but I, 
living In town, boll them in washing 
soda and water, a jump the size of a 
walnut to a quart or Jess, which bolls 
down generally to ‘still less. Put 
the eggs into the bolling mixture at 
any time, only be sure that the soda ix 
fully dissolved. t them boll nearly 
half an hour. If your calico is, how- 
ever, of somewhat fast colors, an hour 
may be better. The danger is of boll- 
ing off the pictures which you hare 
bolled on. The fast colors will stand 
& good deal of boiling, getting pretucr 
and prettier, whereas the leas fast may 
soon begin to fade out of the egg as 
well as out of the covering. 

Use a spoon in handling the wet egg. 
Boda or lye cats the skin, Do not 
bell many at once in a can If there is 
danger of the colors running much. 
The picture shows eggs wrapped in 
cloth and also after the cloth fs re- 
moved. 

_ If all this {s too much for the family 
patience, there is another entertaining 
way, Get some of the ready prepared 
egg dyes, to be used cold, Boil the 
eggs hard and after they are thorough- 
ly cooled mark words or figures upon 
them with melted wax.

league if disrespectful remarks like 
Mr. White's could be made at mect- 
ing concerning those holding import- 
ant offices under the Crown, The an- 
nual report showed that the league 
had gained strength in the colonics, 
but had not inade relative progress 
at home.

In caso 
there is a dofault, the country must 
pay the bills and look for the money, 
in any direction other than the rail- 
way magnates. They are not to be 
touched under any circuwmstanoes. 
But apart from the hypothesis that 
‘the Grand Trunk Pacific may de 
fault, there is a scrious proposition 
etaring tho Government in tho face. 
The company undertakes to pay three 
per cent. interest on the bonds. 
There their obligation ceases. Within 
a abort time the country has Deen 
forocd to pay four per cent. toreplace 
expired bonds. No man cain say 
that the money market in the near 
futuro will produce better results. 
If the war in the East lasts any 
length of tune, there is bound to be 
a demand for loans that, will give the 
money market an upward tendency 
land Canada will have to suffer with 
the rest of the world. Suppose that 
at the time the bonds are floated, 
the rate és as high us ‘to-day, what 
docs it mean? This country is going 
to be ou} of pocket the difference 
between three and four per cent. 
The amount for which the Govern- 
ment is accepting $esponsibility will 
at least reach the sum of $150,000,000. 
The interest on that sum at one per 
cent. iv $1,500,000 per annum. .Per- 
haps this znay be a trifle, but who 
in Canada deams jimself rich enough 
to ignore the magnitude of this for- 
‘tunc? This is just where the coun- 
try will stand if the financlera of the 
world are inclined to look at things 
from their preaent view point. The 
Government, however, have not even 
considered it of sufficient imyortance 
to take this phuse of tha question 
into consideration. . :

Fire at Fort William, Ont, 
Caused $2,000,000 Loss. 











Half a Million Bushels of Wheat Destroyed 
Heavy Halnfall Prevented One of the 
Worst Conflagrations in the History of 
the West—Incipiont Fires in the Vicialty 
Drowned Out Dy Heaven's Waterworks 
Citizen's Worked Well, A 


~ Port Arthur, May 13.—A heavy 
rainfall was all that saved Fort Wil- 
liam from one of the worst confla- 
grations in the history of the west. 
A pile of debris is all that remains 
of elevator B of the C.P.1. system. 
About 12.45 p.m. yesterday an em- 
ploye discovered fire in the castern 
portion of the elevator. Ho gave an 
immediate alarm, elevators and loco- 
motive whistles pealed forth warning 
notes and some hundreds of citizens 
hurried to the scene. At first only o 
faint glow of fire could be acen, but 
asthe raging clement gaincd head- 
way the whole interior of the build- 
ing became @ fiery furnace and burst 
though the roof, shooting hundreds 
of feet Into the air, resembling a vol- 
cano, It was one of the most wierd 
scenes imaginablc. 
Burned Rapidly. 

The brigade turned out in quick or- 
der, but in five minutes after the 
alarm>it was plainly seen that the 
Kreat structure was doomed to des- 
truction. By 1 o'clock the clevator 
Was a mass of flames. As the col- 
lapse occurred fiery brands were burl- 
ed hundreds of feet, ‘and only the 
Rreat work of the firemen and citi- 
zens saved the town from a great 
conflagration. 

Rain Prevented Spread, 

Incipient fires sprang up in the vi 
cinity, and if it had tiot been for a 
heavy downpour of rain, which had 
drenched everything, the +’ result 
would have been terrible. Citizens 
worked like trojans throughout the 
night, did finally the firo was beaten 
back. 

The collapse of the cupola and 
walla of the building sent up a mass 
of flames, and the wind increasing in 
xtrength sent shects of flames across 
to Simpson atreect. breaking windows 
in stores and ‘driving the spectators 
to shelter, 

Subway Cut Off, 


It was nia Hat oath fire that 
the boilera w. plode. ‘To pre- 
vent the spread of the flames to the 
ateel elevator adjoining the cement 
subway through which the conveyer 
belt runs was broken through and the 
subway filled with earth. If the fire 
had ever reached this, the city would 
have been demol@hed. The building 
collapsed about 4 o'clock, the debris 
falling into the tracks of the com- 
pany and for hours congesting traf- 


fic, which was cleaned off in the 
morning. 
In the elevator were stored five 


hundred thousand bushels of wheat, 
most of which went into tho river. 
The loss will be two million dollars. 





PAPER BOX FACTORY ABLAZE, 


The Telfer M'f'g. Co., Toronto, Will Lose 
“818,000,

Manufacturing Company's premises, 
corner Duncan and Pearl streets, 
was badly gutted by fire last night. 

{ane place is of three storeys and 
busement,-and was built ubout two 
years ago. The firm moved in on 
Jhly 1, 1902. ‘The Telfer Company 
were manufacturers of paper bags 
and boxes. The contents were very 
inflammable, 

The firm is composed of G. FE, 
Shaw and Robert Northey, Mr. 
Shaw said that they were fully cov- 
ered by insurance, on’ the building 
$14,000, and $22,000 on the plant 
and stock. The firm -carried about 
$12,000 in stock, and valued the 
plant at $12,000.

“The methods of (ree trade arc 
rometimes bard to understand, but 
a certain incident which hus oc- 
ocurred at Glasgow scems to cap the 
record of (cboenite iozicalhy. 

* “A tender for certain electrical 
machinery Was fFeeently awarded 

by the municimlity to the lowest 

ttendcr. This was made by a Ger- 
man firm, whosg price was £10,076, 
against the Jowpst British tender 
of £11,750. Thereupon the slatis- 
ities in which the [rove tradera re- 
joie “Wore prpduced and uscd 
against them. They prove, of 
course, that German worker 
aiClously small sum by 
y long hours of work; that 
dbo fives entirely on black 
bread, borseficsh and other hor- 
rors, and is generally a cruelly-ex- 
ploited person. The municipality, 
was driven by this tempest of lit- 
erature to stipulate that the wag- 
es paid by the German firm should 
be the same as thow mid in Glas- 
gow, when a surprising fact was 
disclosed. Instead of being lower 
than British wages, the German 
rate pee hour was actually a farth- 
ing higher. ‘ H 

“We ascertain not the slightest 
doubt that the members of the 
Glasgow corporation would strong- 
dy resent the suggestion that they 
were protectionists. The essential 
free trade idea is that the purchas- 
er should be free to buy in the 
cheapest market without troubling 
himself what price is pald in that 
market for lsbor. But here we 
have an attempt made by a peliti- 
eal body to dictate the rate of 
wages in a foreign oountry, where 
it can exercise no authority or aup- 
ervision, at the demand of the 
worker in England. In other words, 
the Seoteh worker rebels againat 
{res trade 1s Cobden knew it, and 
to oblige him the Glasgow corpor- 
ation acts as a solemn farce.”

ENCAUSTIC PAINTING, 


The Art Was Practiced by Ancient 
Greeks and Romans, - 

The use of paint brushes is of great 
But as late as the fifteenth 
century it was custofiiry to apply var- 
nish by smearhig it on with the fingers 
or with a bit of sponge, as the var- 
nishes then used were too viscid to 
i with q brash and could be put 
thinly and evenly with the tin-

The Egyptian mummy cases 
bear evidence of having been varnish- 
ed in this manner, 

The use of fresco, 
ts. though the oldest, was not the 
inethod Known to the ancients. 
‘The Grevks and Iomans 
cd encaustle painting. Encaustle 
Hs were made of clarified bees- 
WAN, WHE which, “when melted, pig- 
ments were mixed. SThese paints were 
applied hot with brushes or spatuke, 
and when cold they were given a glazed 
+surface by holding a torch or 2 bot iron 
The bot iron was called 
the “cauteriun.* ** 

Another method is said to bave been 
to melt the wax with rosin, and after 
the pizinent whs added the compound 
was allowed to cool to a bard and brit- 
tle mass, which would be pulverized. 
The colored powders made In this way 
were mixed with water, so that they 
could be applied with a brush lke fres- 
co paint, after which they were melt- 
ed by the cauterium. 
thus use! with the wax, a sort of var- 
nish was the result. 
used alone, the finished painting was 
sometimes varnished. 
Waxes were also used for wAting. The 
red especially was used for royal siz 
hatures, Whence the use of rel sealing

Curious and Elaborate Dances In 
Whieh It Partictpates, 

It ty well known that many of the 
cranes aud other long legged wading 
birds fudulge in curlous antics that 
partake closely of the nature of the 
luiniin dance, but It.is not known to 
tuiny persons that the albatross has 
the most elaborate and ceremonious 
Cauce of them all. 

Only very few have ever seen the al- 
batross on land; probably nine persons 
out of ten who have seen the wonder- 
ful birds at all have observed them 
only on the ocean, 

One of the nesting: places of this 
areat winged creature is the Island of 
Luysan, fn the Vacitic ocean, aud there 
at tines the ground is absolutely cov- 
ered with their nests.

ever expected to enter the profession.

“tT have two young daughters, Both 
of them were born before I took up the 
practice of law.

In sitting women are gullty of a 
number of sins of awkwardness, The 
stout woman, for example, invariably 
sits squarely, with feet planted about 
twelve inches apart and her toes turned 
out. 

The lean, long legged wornnp, on the 
other hand, winds her feet round the 
legs of her chair or else crosses her 
legs and thrusts her feet out in front 
of her, 

Now, the stout woman should “poise” 
herself and sit very erect. The lean 
wyoman should choose the highest pos- 
sible seat and plant her feet firmly on 
the ground, thus reducing her excesg- 
ive angularity. 

‘The small woman also does some pe- 
cullar things, She either sits with her 
small feet dangling In a helpless way 
or perches herself on the edge of a high 
sent, with the toe of one foot touching 
the ground ond the other foot hooked 
round the ankle of the first. Instead of 
aggravating the smallness of her stat- 
ure she should choose the lowest chair 
in the room and sink gracefully Into It. 

But the greatest offender against this 
physical art Js the manoish girl, Her 
Very attempt to assume man’s case and 
freedom {s the cause of her downfall. 
Her exaggerated attitudes indeed be- 
come absurd mimicry.

cedental clear weather, those sailors 
were so surprised that instead of 
considering their ministerial pas- 
sengors “‘Jonahs’’ they looked upon 
them as “fair weather’’ angels. So 
completely had their opinion changed 
that they told their captain, who 
knew of their foriner foreboding, that 
they wished the missionaries were 
going back with them on their re- 
turn voyago, < 
Superstition, however, is not easily 
eradicated. ‘This prejudice against 
ministerial passengers has survived 
for centuries. Yet in the scene of 
my text we have an instance of its 
being overcome. Ilere is Paul, a 


landsman, a prisoner and a mission- | 
ary, so winning the confidence of the

crew that they heed his warnings and 
follow his suggestions. It was, too, 
in a crisis when nautical skill was 
needed that they listened to him, 
There was a storm raging of un- 
usual violence. Tho dreaded hurri- 
cane they called curoclydon was 
lashing the Mediterranean into fury, 
‘There was darkness even at midday; 
all reckoning lost, all hope given up, 
Then the 275 persons on board .turn- 
ed to this little Jewish missionary 
for guidance and encouragement, 
They had begun the voyage against 
his advice. They might be prejudiced 
against him as a preacher and «@ 
prisoner, but they listened to him 
when he addressed them, bidding 
them be of good cheer. “‘And when 
he had thus spoken he took bread 
and gavo thanks to God in presence 
.of them all, and when he had brok- 
en it ho began to cat. Then were 
they all of good cheer, and they also 
took some meat,"” 

Why were the crew and the pas- 
sengers of this Alexandrian corn ship 
happy of heart? First, because faith 
always begets faith, 
confidence, and- good cheer 
cheer. The bolicf which Paul felt 
that “‘thore should be no loss of 
any man’s life, but of the ship,” 
was, by his personal example, instill- 
ed into the hearts and minds of those 
by whom he was surrounded. We 
know that cowardice is infectious, 
We know that whon a ship is sinking 
at sea there is liable to be such a 
rush for the boats that a panic may 
ensuc, Then tho captain, knowing 
well that only by order and cquani- 
mity is there hope for the safety of 
any, will draw his pistol, and, with 
determined mien, declare that he will 
shoot the first man who disobeys 
orders in forcing his way into the 
lifeboats. We know that when a 
regiment is resisting. the charge of 
an enemy the colonel will take his 
position in the rear of the line and 
shoot down any cowardly soldicr 
‘who would. turn and flee. If one 
soldier wero allawed to run to the 
rear, the whole regiment, like a herd 
of terror stricken cattle, might be 
stampeded with fear. If cowardice 
be infectious, why may not hope also 
be infectious? 

In tha storms and trials of lMife 
how often havq courage and forti- 
tude been inspired by the example of 
some man atrong in faith and un- 
daunted in his confidence in God! 
Men will bolleve in Christ's power to 
Save whon they see a man whose ro- |

His nerves 
ceased their quivering, and he was 
able to die as a Christian hero. 
Yes, yes. We all know what the 
Power of a personal example means 
in life. We know that when men 
are brave about’ us they make © us 
brave. We know that when men are 






.true they mako us truc. We know 


that when men are noble examples 
of Christian faith thoy inspire us 
with like Christian faith? So when 
Paul, amid the shrickings and groan- 
ings and heavings and bombard- 
ments of the Mediterranean whirl 
wind, calmly and deliberately step- 
ped forth andi’ said, ‘‘Men, I exhort 


shall be no loss of any man’s life, 
but of the ship,*" then the sailors 


themselves: ‘‘Why, that is strange 
talk. We cannot ‘understand it, but 
Paul must have had a supernatural 
vision, or elsé he could not have 
spoken thus. You speak so posi- 
tively, O preachor, that we believe 
you. What a God yours must be to 
inspire such confidence! Would. that 
we had your faith and your re 
ligion.”” Men and women of the 
Christian life, are your actions and 
words living witnesses of your faith 
in the saving grace of Jesus Christ? 

Why are the crew and the passen- 
gers of this Alexandrian corn ship 
happy of heart? Because Paul kept 
holding up before them the mistakes 
of their past life in order that they 
might the more casily be led to fol- 
low in his way. Paul was not a 
mere taunter, a sneerer, a ridiculer, 
a tantalizr. He was not one of 
those mean, contemptible fellows 
who always stand around when any- 
thing gocs wrong and say, “I told 
you so.”” 

But Paul was like a good pbysi- 
cian who comes to an overworked 
man and says: ‘‘My friend, I cold 
you if you did not hold up you 
would have a nervous breakdown. 
Now this breakdown has come. 
Therefore I want you now to trust 
me and dq what I tell you to do, 
and then we will make you well.’’ 
Paul in the samo gentle way as. the 
good physician stand before those 
helpless voyagers and says: ‘Friends, 
I told you not to loose from Crete. 
I told you that if we tricd to muke 
Rome during this winter equinoctial 
you would regret it. But now that 
this harm has come to you I want 
you to obey my commands, and f 
promise, by the God whom I repre- 
sent, that there shall be no loss of 
any man’s life, but of the ship.” 

It is a contemptible characteristic 
to tell a ian his faults and keep 
telling them, merely to glory in his 
misery, even os a fiendish-cat might 
tease and tantalize a little mouse 
and yet not kill it. It is a 
contemptible thing for a mar to 
come around when your little child 
lies cold in death and say: ‘Well, 
So-and-So, I am sorry your baby is 
dead, but I knew she would die. I 
knew it when you called in Dr. Dig- 
dose as your physician. He always 


kills more patients than he ever 
cures. I told you so. I told you 
so. If you haa only followed my

In order to erect a mansion it is 
often necessary to tear down and 
clear away the walls of an old fam- 
ily homestead. But no man has a 
right to tear down or destroy any- 
thing unless he can erect a better in 
its place. The most mischicvous of 
all social reformers is the destruc- 
tive iconoclast who has nothing to 
offer us in the place of the institu- 
tions he would tcar down, It is casy 
enough to be a censorious critic. It 
is not so easy a matter to furnish 
a better for that which you deride. 
I remember many years ago, as au 
imaginative boy, I read that strange, 
weird, horrible story called ‘‘Cacsar's 
Column,”’ In fascination I followed 
its author step by step as he deftly 
tore the beautiful patterns of mod- 
ern society into shreds. In horror I 
read on as he denounced the social 
status, not as the gencration of a 
Noah was destroyed by this old earth 
aga water-logged craft, shipping 
tidal wave after tidal wave, but as 
a huge column of piled up corpses. 
But as the years havo passed by and 
boyish imagination has given place 
to sober thought, the ‘flames and tho 
smoke arising from the funoral pyro 
of Cacsar’s column, embellished with 
dead bodies, have grown less and 
less. ‘Tho great airships which cir- 
cled about in the heavens as great 
flocks of destroying birds have col- 
lapsed. Why? Becauso I sco as a 
man that, though Ignatius Dornelly 
might advocate the destruction of 
society by finding fault with it, yet 
with his brain he could not con- 


struct for us a better Utopia. Like 
Paul, never ridicule a man, never 
probe for his faults, unless at the 


same time you can show him how to 
correct those faults. Nevor refer to 
n man’s malady or deformity uns) 
less you can tell him) of a doctor 
who ca yply a remedy for it. 

Why were tho crew and the passen- 
gers of the Alexandrian corn ship of 
good cheer? = Beenuse Paul was a 
man of Christiun commonsense as 
well as of supernatural visions. He 
knew that the only religion that 
could really help a man must be a 
religion that could help him in the 
present life as well as fit him for a 
life beyond the grave. It was not 
only the promise of safety in the fu- 
ture that he gave those people, but 
the sound commonsense counsel of 
preparation, by keeping up their 
strength for insuring that safcty, 

“What arc you driving at any- 
way?" says some one. ‘Is Paul a 
mere hygienic lecturer?’* He. is more 
than that, but he does not think it 
beneath his dignity, after scoing the 
vision of God, to tell the crew and 
the passengers of the Alexandrian 
corn ship to look after their physical 
necessities. He does not think it ir- 
religious to gather the men and tho 
women of the doomed ship together 
and say: *‘Men, you are goinr to he 
saved, but God will never do his 
part unless we are ready to do ours.

He had bluntly yet clearly 
told them what would happen, and, 
as,events were turning out just as he 
had described, they were not in the 
least astonished when the ship came” 
within sight of land and they knew 
that she was doomed. Though tho 
vessel milght be lost, they felt that 
their own lives were to be saved. 
Just read very carefully, if you” 
will, the account of this prophecy. 
Paul did not stand forth in tho 
midst of thom and say: ‘‘Oh, men, 
the tornado will cease and the bil-» 
lows of the sea shall lic down, and 
the sun will again break forth from 
behind the clouds, and, in gala day 
attire, we shall sail into the harbor 
of our destination.” He did not 
prophesy a pleasant voyage with all” 
friends gathered on the shore to 
greet them as they disembarked. He 
did not say, ‘‘We shall only be de 
tained a few days and then hurrah 
fér the pleasures of life in the city!" 
Oh, no; that was not Paul’s way. He 
told the truth. Ho said: “Men, wo 











































shall be saved:, but, like Job, we 
shall only escape as by the skin of 
our tecth. We must become water- 
logged. We must beach our craft™ 


and it will be beaten and gnashed 
into kindlings. We must lose all our 
cargo and personal baggage. We shall 
be rescued alive, but that is all.’* 
floret ine the sailors saw the lt- - 
eral fulfillment of the prop of 
Paul, their faith in their tender ace 

@ in their leader's God not only 
continued, but increased day by day. 

I believe that in urging men to 
come tojChrist we make a mistake 
when we do not frankly state the 
hardships and difficulties of tho 
Christian life. There are, as every 
experienced Christian knows, sacri- 
fices that must be made, privations 
that must be endured, struggles that 
must be fought. It is better that we 
acknowledge the fact, as Christ did 
when men came to him offering them- 
selves as his disciples. If we fail to 
tell them that they must expect trial 
and perhaps adversity in following 
Christ they will consider that they 
have been deceived and will be dis- 
appointed and discouraged when they 
encounter — trouble. As Paul told 
these men that they would have to 
battle with the waves and be in dan- 
ger of death on that rocky coast be- 
fore they reached safety, so we 
should tell men that the way to 
heavenly joys is often hard and toll- 
some, Paul demanded of those  pas- 
sengers and sailors of the Alexandri- 
an corn ship the same sacrifices for 
their physical salvation which Her- 
nando Cortes demanded of his. fol- 
lowers for the conquest of Mexico. 
During one of his marches the Span- 
ish soldiers became disaffected. 
Cortes asSembied his men in line. 
“‘Men, some of you are grumbling,” 
he said substantially. “‘Some of you 
want to know what rewards I have- 
to offer you at this~time.~ This is 
my answer,"" Then, drawing a line 
upon the ground with the edge of hia 
sword, he pointed with his*steel to-- 
ward the great east and said, ‘On 
that side of the line are ease’ and 
comfort and friends and a life of case 
in fair Spain."’ Then, pointing to the 
great west, he said: ‘Yonder are 
sickness and privation and ‘hunger 
and cold and death. But yonder is 
the beautiful capital of the Monte- 
zumas. Which shall be yours? Choose 
ye this day as ye will. Choose ye as 
brave Castilians.’’ 

Christ to-day, like Paul, like Her- 
nando Cortes, promises his followers 
not peace, but atruggle and priva- 
tion; not caso and comfort, but 
storm and suffering and trials and 
misery. But in the end, like Paul, 
Christ assures you of salvation. Aye, 
more than Paul offered to the ship- 
wrecked sailors and passengers of the 
Alexandrian corn ship, Christ offera 
to you spiritual redemption for timo 
and for eternity. Men and women, 
arc you ready to face suffering and 
sacrifice in the name of Jesus 
Christ? Are you willing.to believe- 
him and trust in him. é 
*But why should not the passengers 
and crew of.tho Alexandrian’ corn 
ship be of good cheer? Did not the 
prophetic words of Paul literally 
come true? When the mighty ship 
struck the beach what happened? 
Paul turned to the brawny-armed 
men about him and said, ‘‘Leap into 
the surf and swim for your lives.’ 
And these stout-limbed men flung 
themselves into the seqthing waters 
and swam on until at fast their feet 
touched the shore and “they mado 
ready to rescue their struggling 
friends. Some of the women, ' being 
in all probability strapped to Spars, 
were lifted by the heaving billows 
and swept upon the rocks, where they 
were rescued, Some of the men may 
have come ashore clinging to boards 
and broken gunwales. At times it 
seemed as though they must bo wash- 
ed off, but somchow they are at last 
all landed, So in the end of time 
and in the beginning of eternity all 
Christians shall bo safely brought to 
the heavenly shores, through stress * 
and storm and peril, it may be, but 
still safe. Yes, we will be there. Wo 
shall all be there. Courage, Chris- 
tian brother. Fear not tho perils of 
tho passage. ‘‘Though tho waters 
thereof roar and be troubled, though 
the mountains shake with the swell- 
ing thereof," the promise of Christ, 
like the words of Paul, shall come 
gloriously true.

SHOW FIGURES FOR SHOPKEEPERS 
' ARE COSTLY AFFAIRS. 


The Way the Heads Are Molded, 
Dressed and Finlshed—The Hands 
and Feet, as a Rule, Are Made of 
Papier Mache In Imjtation of Wax, 


“Wax forms, or dummies,” said the 
dealer, “haye iron feet, Why have 
they fron fect? To weight them down, 
so that they will stand erect.” 

He stood in his worksbop, a room as 
big as a concert hall, All arqund him 


trunks, feet. Floods of clear light from 
the glazed roof fell upon heaps of 
limbs, upon rows of heads, upon mounds 
of bodies. ‘The place had a ghastly 


sacre, 

“The art of making show figures,” 
said the dealer, “bas improved.” He 
took up in his hand the headof a young 
girl. ‘The red lps smiled, revealing 
white teeth; the brown hbalr curled 
gracefully; the eyes were bright; there 
was a dimple in the cheek. 

“A head Ike this,” he sald, “Is worth 
$15. Heads range In price from $7 to 
» They are made of wax; they are 
Hollow; the eyes are of glass, and the 
hair is human hair. I'll tell you how 
they are made. 
> “Wax—a great quantity of it—Is boll- 
ed in a big kettle until it bas the con- 
aistency of water. It is then poured 
into a row of hollow molds, the molds 
of beads, that stand awaiting it, The 
molds are hung @p and shaken about. 
This process causes the wax to cool 
and t@adhere in a crust to the mold’s 
inside, The agitation is kept up until 
the crust of wax has reached the thick- 
ness that the operator requires, where- 
upon the hot wax? the surplus, is poure 
ed back into the kettle. About the 
mold, which Is made in two halves, a 
Jacket is placed, and the contrivance is 
put away to dry. . 

“When the drying is complete the 
mold is taken off, and a man goes over 
the wax bead with a sharp instrument, 
clearing out the nostrils and ears and 
smoothing away the lines created bere 
and there by the junction of the mold's 
cet Seashore with a deft 
movement; $ eyes in the empty eye 
sockets. 

“Now the head passes to a girl, a 
girl with a strange sort of needle, the 
eye of which fs open, or split, at the 
top. The girl first puts on the cye 
brows. She threads the necdle with a 
hair, runs it through the wax and, 
withdrawing It, leaves the halr behind, 
for the needle’s eye, that Is open at the 
top, makes it inevitable for the hair 
to stay where It is put. The girl works 
with great rapidity. In a few minutes 
she bas the head adorned with a palr 
of long and shaggy cyebrows, 

“Next she puts on the hair, For this 
work she uses the same sort of needle, 
the hair being in-every case b a. 
For the cheaper heads, however, It is 
Chinese halr, a human, but very luster- 
less, coarse varicty. Beside her.stands 
a tiny spirit lamp. This she applies to 
the wax when it becomes so hard that 
the needle won't penetrate it easily. As 
soon as she finishes one head she passes 
on to another, while the bead she lald 
down fs tuken up by a man, 

“This man cleans it first with kero- 
sene. Then be paints it all over a 
pleasant and inviting flesh color. He 
tints the checks, the ears and the nos- 
trils with carmine, and he paints the 
lips with rouge. A girl, a professional 
hairdresser, now takes the head in 
nnd, curls the hair and dresses it 
fashionably and applics a ‘coat of 
French powder to the face. The bead 
is now finished, 

“Hands and fect are made, as a rule, 
of papler mache, enameled and painted 
a flesh color, so'that they look like the 
best wax. Hands, feet, bodies, legs 
and arms are made In hollow molds,” 

The dealer led the way to the back 
of the shop, 

“Here,” he sald, “are some men mak- 
ing forms of papler mache now. Watch 
them.” é 

The workmen had molds of various 
sizes and shapes before them—one the 
mold of a hand, another that of a foot, 
a third that of a whole figure from the 
neck down to the ankles. 


These molds were in halves. The pa- 


pler mache that was to fill them looked 
fn its dry state ke blotting paper. 
Wet it resembled gray pulp. With this 
gray pulp the workmen lined the 
molds' interlors well, seelng to it that 
every cranny-and nook got Its thick 
lining. When the molds were filled— 
some were In numcrous pleces—they 
were Joincd together, covered with 
their Jackets ond put away to dry. 

The artists cannot protect, cannot 
copyright, their work In any way. 
Hence they are constantly being preyed 
upon by imitators and thieves. A deal- 
er, for instance, will order an original 
head of a woman from 2 noted maker 
of stow figures. He will turn out a 
masterplece. ‘Yhe dealer will make a 
mold of {it and sell duplicates of the 
head broadcast. 

There were in the past only three or 
four makers of show forms in Ameri- 
ca. Now there are over 200. The aver- 
age workman at this business makes 
from $20 to $25 a week. The artist of 
great nbility makes from $10 to $60, 
Show forms of the best sort are worth 
$100 and more aplece. They are rented 
by their owners to shopkeepers more 
often than they are sold outright, the 
ndvantnge of this method being that 
the shopkeeper through It is able to 
change his show forms often.

There was a demand for a change. 
Objections were made to the United 
‘Yelephone Company's monopoly. 
Uther “companica wanted licenses. 
Connection between tho exchanges of 
neighboring towns was desired, In 
1884. Postmaster-General Fawcett 
threw the field open in telephone cn- 
terprise. He removed the restric- 
tions as to the distance messages 
should be sent, and the requirement 
that they should be oral. But all 
telephone companics would havo . to 
pay tho Government toll of 10 per 
cent. of the gross receipts. Com- 
petition did not develop, and could 
not well develop, until 1891, when 
the master-patents controlled by the 
United Telephone Company ran out. 
‘This company and the Various local 
companies which sprang up under 
contracts with it held tho field. Be- 
fore the patents expired the United 
Telephone Company had, by & series 
of amalgatnations, absorbed these 
subsidiary companies, and the con- 
Solidated concern became known as 
the National. Telephone Company. 
This corporation had now exchanges 
in all the important towns, and had 
many of them connected by trunk 
lines, ‘It was so strongly establish- 
ed that it could bar out competitors 
even after it lost the protection of 
its patents. This increase the cry 
against monopoly. 

Geveramest Takes Trusk Wires. 

In 1892 the Postmaster-General so 
far yielded to this cry as to take 
over the trunk lines, confining pri- 
vate companics to local exchafge 
areas, No new licenses were to be 
gtanted to companios for the whole 
country, but only for particular lo- 
calities. This did not suffice. ~The 
municipalities, headed by Glasgow, 
demanded the right to establish ex- 
changes of their own, but had to 
walt some years longer. In 1896 
the Government actcd on the law of 
1892 and bought the trunk lincs of 
tho National Telephone Company. It 
built additional trunk lines, and in 
1898 it had the most extensive 
trunk system in Europe. In the lat- 
ter year a select Committee of the 
House was appointed to consider the 
undertaking of a telephone service by 
municipalities. This committee re- 
commended camoctition both by the

One of Sir Kawifjarneta’s Latest Articios 


Just Before His Death, Dealing With 
Marquis Teo, the Bismarek of Japan —

It was iately permitted me to 
sketch, for, thip newspaper, in light 
and respectful outline,’ His Imperial 
Majesty the Einperor of Japan as I 
gaw him amid his troops upon the 
hills clad witbupurble and gold blos- 
soms which fringe the southern shore 
of the island Empire. 

Next to that august figure the per- 
sonage who will necessarily rise to 
the mind when ‘thinking upon that 
interesting country and its — preseat 
profoundly important position js her 
great statesman, the Marquis Ito. 

I have ventured to call him in the 
title of this bricf paper the **Bis- 
marck of Japan,’’ but the similitude 
between the two characters” is) only 
partial; and hardly covers more than 
the single fact that. history will 
probably spoak of both as the reno- 
vators and, in a sense, actual crea- 
tors of their-respective nationflities, 

If the German .Chancellor-Vrince 
Was of “blood and iron’ his Juapan- 
exe anti-type would rather be de 
scribed as one of *‘silk and steccl.”” 

Justly to make up. the human 
blend which would best present the 
chief statesman of Tokio to western 
imaginations one would have to add 
qualities taken from the subtlety of 
Cavour, the patriotism of William 
Pitt, the tenacity of George Wash- 
ington, and the. diplomatic resoudees 
of such keen ecclesiastical Ministers 
ax France possessed in Lichelicu and 
Mazarin. : 

I am not pretending that Marquis 
Ito unites in his yenius and temper-

At Mome at Odawara, 


He did me the honor of inviting me 
to pass some time with him at 
Odawara, one of those lovely ham- 
lets which dot the Pacific coast of 
the southern !kingdotn. 

The native house which he  occu- 
pied there shad no affectation of 
wealth or luxury. It was only a 
typical rural abode, two stories, 
with no large number of = apart- 
ments, but some of these furnished in 
semi-Kauropean style, and the others 
frankly native, and such as any 
Tokio merchant or fairly prosporous 
seasido fariner of the ‘Tokkaido 
might have tenanted. 

No show of state was Visible, al- 
though, then, too, my = illustrious 
host Was the most powerful man in

At dinner time we left talking 
about rural: matters, snd I listened 
with deep interest to what fell from

Everbody knows about the - early 
years of Ito's venturous life; how do 
foresaw. the mighty future ‘and pre- 
pared himself {or it, studying the 
west down to its docpést pHatipies, 
Sorkiog his Way to Europe as a 
commofi sailor,, landing on Eng- 
land's shores with half a dollar in 
his pocket, but with'a heart in his 
breast, ardent, patriotic, full of an 
Empire to be. 

And by his side was the amiablo 
lady ‘who in tho! time of her child- 
hood had seen this hero husband 
hiding for his life under the ‘‘tata- 
mi,’’ while his enemics, scarching 
everywhere and thirsting for his 
blood, dragged her by her Jong black 
hair from her cushiéns and threat- 
ened to kill her also. 

Now she did the honors of her 
house, placid, demure, debonair, the’ 
kind eyes which had witnessed such 


deeds and days guarded by blue’ 


spectacles from the over-brilliant 
gold of the setting sun, while her il- 
lustrious lord, with only a gray hair 
or two in his black locks went back 
to finish behind the nearest screen 
the rules of the new Parliament, or 
busied himself in making lists of 
peers, as we cataloguo pictures or 
books or sacks of rice. 

~ I saw the great Marquis .on the 
first day of that.new Parsiament, 
when, while peers and commons, with 
foreheads upon the floor, knelt in 
two hemicycles before the Mikado, 
he stood proud, but reverent, beside 
Ilis Imperial Majesty, ~ handing — to 
him the first speech from the throne. 

I shall never forget the bow of ac- 
knowledgment which tho Mikado 
yvouchsafed to the two Houses of his 
Ivgislature, thus simultancously 
prostrate before him.

Years of record? He simply dropped 
his chin two inches and a half, so 
as just to touch the broad © scarlet 
and whito ribbon which crossed his 
breast, and in that Imperial parsi- 
mony of salutation I saw the inborn 
traditions of his line. 
heard it all like a mouse 
nk in the wainscoat, for the 
raster of ceremonies had solemnly 
whispered to me: 

“You must not be seen. You aro 
here by chance placed above the Em- 
peror, which would be treason. You 
will sea everyone sits below him ex- 
cept Ito. You must be honorably in- 
visible."" And so I was. 

A bters of No Man's Land. 

That night again in Tokio I had 
the honor of listening to him upon 
whom so wuch still depended, and 
was glad to find his first and last 
thought was to render Japan pow- 
erful enough to save herself, what- 
ever might befall. 

1 should not, of course, dream of 
repeating here any of the weighty 
things he uttered, since they » were 
all heard in private conversation; 
yet I may be allowed to mention an 
instance of his alert habit of mind 
and swiftness of action. 

I had spoken of a group of islands 
cligible to possess, and, as I had 
gathered, not by any means out of 
reach of Japan's ‘ownership if she 
wanted them. 

Without directly replying he took 
a swift note in Japanese, despatched 
a messenger to the telephone, and 
returned quictly to the little pipe. 
1 saw tho message afterwards, the 
se of it was: = 
Send immediately full “particu- 
lars, vith map and latest commer- 
clal particulars, report. of—"" well, 
No Man's Land. 

Not long aftevwards I had occa- 
sion to find that he knew more 
about the spot in question than any- 
hody, and the white and red flag of 
Japan fNoats over it now. 

The last time I.met the great Mar- 
quis was in Moscow, at the corona- 
tion of the reigning Czar. 

Japanese avial Distiaetion. 

The first snow which follows ma- 
turity had sprinkled his temples and 
neck like the summer drift which 
lies upon the head of Fuji, but the 
firm face seemed more resolute than 
ever; the dark brows were even 
more sternly knit, tho strong mouth 
had grown almost harder than be- 
fore with use of words masterly 
and cormmanding. 

le was not Aanbassador for Japan 
at that time, but only, if I rightly 
remember, a representative Minister, 
who, so far as I could see, did not 
by any means waste his time while 
in the city of the green and golden 
domes. 

It appeared to me that I. .was 
viewing history through an inverted 
telescope, seeing him and Count 
Lobanofl standing tagether, far off, 
in the miniature of events, but com-

The Russian statesman, who has

British plans she cherished, was tall, 
spare and yrinctilious; Marquis Ito is 
of averuge Japanese stature, which 


is lower than that of the west; and, 


you could read difference of race~ in 
the Muscovite countenance, whero 
the Slav blood mingled with the 
Teutonic, and that other  counte- 
nance, which only the ignorant. call- 
ed Mongolian, and foolishly confuse 
with the yellow peoples. 

It will be well when continental 
statesmen learn that a score of na- 
tural facts discriminate tho Japan- 
ese people from tho Chineso and tho 


Tartars. There is moro of Malay 
blood, ‘there is oven more of Kanaka 
and of Polynesian blood, in that 
fearless, self-reliant visage of the 
famous Maftquis than of Gongis or 
Kulia Kean.—Edwin Arnold.

by one person to another, until it 
reached the plaintiff, and put hiseye 
out.

Sir Chariss Hardinge Reaches 
His Post.at St. Petersburg. 


New Dritish Ambassador te Russia Re- 
celyed With Punctillous Ceremonica— 
In Russian Diplomatic Circles It Is 
Delieved He Goes With Personal Mis- 
sion From the King—specified Purpose, 
However Is still Velled, 


St. Petersburg, May 17.—Sir Cher- 
les Hardinge, the new British ~Am- 
bassador to Russia, drrived in St. 
Petersburg at 2 o'clock. yesterday. 
Because of the part the Ambassador 
is expected to play in carrying out 
King Edward's desire for closer re- 
lations between Groat Britain and 
Russia, more than usual interest in 
his arrival was displayed in official 
and unoflicial circles. ‘The Govern- 
ment Was extremely punctillous in 
the ceremonies imposed by interna- 
tional etiquette on the arrival of un 
Ambassador. 

So soon as the Emperor returns to 
St. Petersburg Sir Charlea Mardingo 


will present his credentials, and at 
the same time deliver a — speech, 
which, it is expected, will reveal, 


guardedly, of course, the object of his 
wnission. ‘The authorities here attach 
considerable importance to the Am- 
bassador’s relations with King Ed- 
ward. It will be regarded as being as 
much an expression of the views of 
His Majesty as one ef the British 
Government. 

In official and diplomatic circles it 
is generally known that the cstab- 
lishment of better relations betwooen 
Rdssia and Great Britain is the ob- 
ject of Sir Charles Hardinge’s  mis- 
sion, Tho ‘specific purpose, however, 
are still veiled, despite the discreet 
enquiries made by foreign diplomats 
of their British colleagues here.

Advises Government to Buy G.T.K, Stock |

on the Bireet ‘and So Control 
Grand Trunk Pacific——-Mr, Borden on 
Government Ownership—Hallfaz Fiship- 
ies Award of 1871 to Be Meferred to 
Privy Council. 


Ottawe, May 17.—In the House 
yesterday, Sir Richard Cartwright 
introduced a bill to amend the act 
Tespecting tho inspection of grain. 
Tho object of the bill is to consoli- 
date a number of amendments, anil 
to assimilate Jaws on the cast and 
the west, which at present differ in 
some respects. The bill will be refer- 
red to a special sub-committee. 

Mr. Borden asked If it had been de- 
cided to refer tho Halifax fisherics 
award of 1871 to the Privy Council. 
Mr. Fitzpatrick replicd that  repre- 
sentatives of New Brunswick, Nova 
Scotia and Prince Edward Island 
had asked for the reference and the 
Government had decided to grant 
their request. ‘The form of the refer- 
ence has not yet been decided’upon. 

The Minister of Militia stated in 
reply to B. F. Clarke that the muni- 
cipality of Valleyficld has not paki 
over to the Government the sum fix- 
ed in settlement of its Hability for 
the pay and maintenance of thn 
troops called out on the occasion of 
the labor troubles in that municipal- 
ity in October, 1900. Steps have heen 
taken by the Government to collect 
the amount of the settlement. 

A Five-Cent Difference. 

In reply to Mr. Lefurgey, Sir Wil- 
Nam Mulock stated that tenders were 
called for the carrying of mails 
between Alberton and Kildare, P. E, 
I. Two tenders were received, one 
for $95 and the other for $94.95, 
The tender of $94.05 was accepted. 

Mr. Noss of Ontario was informed 
that 36,666 omigrants§ arrived in 
Canada between Jan. 1 and May 1, 
1904, During tho fiscal year up to 
May 1, 19,537 homestead entries 
have been made or applied for. . 

Sir Richard Cartwright stated in 
reply to Mr. Clancy _ that sixteen 
seizures of binder twine have been 
made under the provisions of ths 
General Inspection Act since Jan 1, 
1902. In cach case fines were impos- 
ed and collected. 

Mr. Smith of Vancouver was in- 
formed that the Government has no 
information as to the proposed Iin- 
perial Jabor bureau to be established 
py the Salvation Army for the pur- 
pose of placing homeless and -help- 
less children where they are needed 
in the colonies. ‘There has been no 
communication between the Salva- 
tion Army and the Government with 
reference to the scheme, W. ‘T. BR. 
Preston had no authority for en- 
dorsing the scheme. 

The 25 Millions of Stock, 

When the bill to amend the Nation- 
al Transcontinental Railway Act was 
called, Mr. Dell of Victou, moved an 
amepdment providing that of the 
$25,000,000 common stock issucd, 
the Government should hold three 
fourths and the Grand Trunk Kail- 
Way Company one-fourth, He ex- 
plained that the country was assum- 
ing three-fourths of the cost of the 
road und should, therefore, hold 
ktock in proportion to that‘ obliga- 
tion. 

Mr. Sifton said that the common 
Btock Was to recompense the Grand 
‘Trunk for seeing the scheme through, 
Great expenditures would have to be 
a8 Soon as the work 
c s The Grand Trunk Paci 
fic Railway Company would have no 
eredit in the money markets of the 
world. The Grand ‘TrunR,would have 
to furnish working capithl and bet- 
terment. If the Grand Tank hoped 
to make anything out of® the co: 
mon stock jt would have to make 
the thing a‘ success. The company 
could only make moncy out of the 
common stock by putting the Trans- 
continental on a sound and fraying 
basis. If the country choS to take 
three-fourths of the common stock of 
the company, the company might 
reasonably ask the country to own 
and operate the road. 

Mate Should Control, 

Mr. Borden argued that the pro- 
Posed amendment simply meant that 
the country should control the policy 
of the Grand Trunk Railway. How 
would the country suffer frdm such 
control? Would the ports of the 
Maritime Provinces be likely to sul- 
fer, or would freight rates be high- 
er? Mr. Borden would not agree 
with the Minister of the Interior in 
the latter’s plea that an injustice 
would be done to the Grand Trunk 
Railway Company, if the country 
held three-fourths of the common 
xtock, He denied also that the 
Grand Trunk Railway under the con- 
tract is required to furnish working 
capital and betterment. The coun- 
try was financing the scheme, not 
the Grand ‘Trunk Raifway Company. 
Mr. Borden declared that the Grand 
Trunk Pacific bargain would put 
back public ownership for fifty years. 

Yankees Would Get It. 


W. F. Maclean made the prediction 
that the upshot of the present’ im- 
pravident bargain would be the nc- 
quisition of the whole scheme by the 
rdilway monopolists of the United 
States. He said that with Grand 
Trunk stock on sale in Wall street. 
and London there was nothing tu 
prevent the American railroad inter- 
ests from controlling both the Grand 
Trunk and the C.P.R., and that not- 
withstanding all the people's moncy 
which was’ being put into this pro- 
fect. It was the pcople of Canada 
who should control these roads by 
keeping the stock in their own 
hands. We are now but adding ono 
folly to another. 

? Let State Own Roads,

Graham Porridge.—Ilalf a cup of 
fice crumbs from a stale loaf of gra- 
ham bread, one éupful of scalding 
mak. Do not bol] the milk. Bring it to 
the scalding point and take from the 
fre, Stir in the crumbs and when coo} 
enough to be eaten give it to the child 
Bith cream and a little sugar. It is 
slightly laxative. 

Barley Water.—Two tablespoonfuls 
of pearl barley washed well and picked 
then soaked for an hour 4n° 
enough tepid water to corer St, two 
cupfula of boiling water, a very little 
salt, one teaspoonful of sugar. Stir 
the soaked barley without draining 
Into the bdiling water, salt slightly 
and simmer for two hours in a farina 
kettle, never letting It boll hard and 
stirring up from the bottom now and 
then. Strain through coarse muslin, 
squeezing well, and sweeten, Give 
quite cold or lukewarm, adding milk 
if the baby can digest stronger food 
than simple barley water. This last 
often agrees with children whose 
BStomachs reject milk and artificial 
“foods.” . 

Rice Jelly.—One-half cup of raw rice, 
one quart of cold water, a pinch of salt 
in the water, a very little sugar. Soak 
the rice for half an hour in cold water. 
Drain, add to the salted water, set 
over the fire in a double beiler and 
simmer for ‘three bours. Strain 
through cheesccloth, squeezing hard, 
sweeten and add a little milk ef the 
proper temperature for feeding. This 
is good for a baby who is suffering 
with disorder ef the bowels, In this 
case omit the milk.— Philadelphia 
North American.

to repeal the Rread Act of 1822. 
This statute still controls tha ‘sale 
of bread, and it is suggested that 
& measure more in keeping with 
modern conditions should bo draft- 
ed. This new measure would pro 
vide that all bread, oxocpt fanoy 
bread, shoatld be sold in loaves of 
one, two, four or six pounds, and 
thet tho weight should be impress- 
ed upon the loaf in lange figures. 
Jt would also impose a penalty for 
selling short-weight loares unless 
it were proved that the deficiency 
came from the fact that they hed 
been kept for forty-eight hours. It 
is also proposed that the inspector 
of weights and moasures shall have 
power to test the weight of loaves 
either when on sale in the shopor 
in the course of delivery. The 
modical officer to the Battersea 
Borough Council points out that a 
considerable quantity of bread is 
rotailed in small general shops, 
many of which sell articles of an 
objectionable nature, such as par- 
affin oil, divinfootants and vermin 
killers. Three thousind quarterns 
of bread are sold daily in shay of 
this deacription in Battersea alone, 
and there is no s.ying how many 
thousands of quarterns are sold in 
similar shops in Montreal. We 
have seen bread in shop windows 
in Montreal in the midt of all 
eorta of heterogenous goods, and 
the boy or woman who sxrves the 
oil, the rat poison, or the eandlcn 
docs not consider it nocesmry to 
wash the binds before serving the 
bacon, the butter, the cheew er the 
bread.

Lace Collars and Caffs. 

Lace collars, cuffs and turnovers, 
which do'*o much toward brightening 
up a costume, particularly on a gloomy 
day, may be cleaned by -washing them 
in warm soapsuds to which a little bo- 
rax has been added, rinsing them in 
clear, warm water and pinning them 
out on a flat surface to dry, or by 
sprinkling them thoroughly with pow- 
dered chalk or magnesia, placing them 
between sheets of white tissue paper 
under a heavy weight for twenty-four 
hours and then shaking them entirely 
free from the powder. If it be desired 
to give them a yellow tinge they may 
be dipped in clear coffee and after- 
ward pinned down on a flat surface 
until dry. Black lace trimmings may 
be dipped in one basin after another of 
coli tea until they seem clean, then 
pinned out flat on a piece of black silk 
until dry. These economical practices

‘There was no such bounty for the 
Nowfoundlander. Ho was therefore 
at a disadvantage: In addition to 
being excluded from his own fishing 
grounds he was practically excluded 
from the ‘markets his foreign rivals 
could resort to. In 1886 the New- 
foundland Legislature retaliated by 
passing a law forbidding the sale of 
bait to the French fishermen. ‘This 
struck the French in a vital spot, 
for they. relitd upon the colony for 
their. herring, capellin, squid and 
other bait’ fishes. ‘Then the Imper- 
ial Government disallowed the law, 
but in tho suceceding year permitted 
it to pass into operation. ‘Then the 
French responded by contesting the 
right of the Newfoundlanders to 
erect lobster-packing factories on 
the treaty coast. A French warship 
was actually sent ‘to remove the 
buildings the Newfoundlanders put 
up. A British admiral, Sir Baldwin 
Walker, under the impression that 
the French wero right, assisted them, 
and ordered a Newfoundland factory 
to be taken down, ‘The Newfound- 
lander went to the courts and prov- 
ed that the Admiral had no law be- 
hind him, and recovered $5,000 dam- 
ages. The Imperial Government then 
proposed to enact the necessary leg- 
islation, Dut Sir William White 
way at once leftyfor England and

Lords and succeeded in persuading 
their Lordships that the law would 
be a wrong to the colony.

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THE WOMAN MINISTER. 

She Has Come to Stay In the Con- 
gregational Church. 

The woman minister has come to 
stay in Congregationalism. While 
other denominations, lke the Metho- 
dists and Episcopalians, refuse to or- 
dain women, the Congregational de- 
momination, in most sections of the 
country at least, seems willing to ap- 
prove well qualified women or to-ex- 
tend to them the same opportunities 
in the Congregational ministry that are 
offered to wortby and well educated 
men. The divinity schools of the de- 
nomination admit women to thelr 
cou and some of them, like Hart- 
ford eological seminary, make a 
specialty of the opportunities offered 
women. 

And yet it 1s not likely that there will 
be such a pressure from the feminine 
side of the house into the ranks of the 
ministry as to crowd the men to the 
wall. Here and there a man of mod- 
erate ability may be set one aide for a 
brilliant, attractive woman, but that 
would be bis fate when he came into 
competition with a man possessing the 
same qualifications, 

‘And at any rate, a8 in the case of the 
law and medicine, it will probably only 
be the occasional woman in coming 
years who will choose the ministry 
for her profession. But it seems cer- 
tain that, provided they'possess the de- 
sirable natural and acquired qualifica- 
tions, women will be welcome in the 
Congregational ministry at least and 
find an importnt work to Jo for their 
‘fellow men and women. peroston Tran- 
script.

HOLLOW CHEEKS. 


What te Do te Make Them Become 
Fall and Plump, 

Hollow cheeks are something no wo- 
man wants, and it is not hard to rem- 
edy them. To impart firmness facial 
gymnastics and massage, accompanied 
by a good prepared skin food or cocoa 
butter, will prove beneficial. The skin 
food is to be applied just before retir- 
ing and the exercise to be indulged in 
both night and morning fo. about ten 
minutes. To exercise the muscles first 
compress the lips, fill the cheeks with 
alr and work the jaws in n chewing 
morement, puffing the cheeks outward 
as much as possible and keeping the 
mouth closed. 

Before applying the skin food pre- 
pare the face to receive It by a thor- 
ough washing in warm soapy water, 
followed by a cold rinse. Dry and with 
the tips of the fingers stroke the mus- 
cles of the cheeks upward and back- 
ward with gentle pressure after plac- 
ing the thumbs at the base of the cars, 
Anoint the hollows with the cocoa but- 
ter and execute a rotary movement, 
beginning by placing the finger tips at 
the corner of the mouth and following 
the jawbone to the temple. 

Start ogain at-the corner 6f the 
mouth and work upward through the 
middle of the cheek to the outer corner 
of the 2ye. Repeat each movement ten 
times, keeplng the pressure frm but 
gentle.

The stitching when viewed upon the 
underside should be from one-third 
to one-half of an inch apart. Of course 
the closer and more evenly the strips 
are put on the firmer and more dura- 
ble the rug. After a number have 
been sewed on each should be partial- 
ly frayed. igs these are bias they fray 
easily and stand up, a soft, furry pile 
that feels comfortable underfoot. If 
the fraying is done unevenly the top 
of the rug should be sheared smooth 
and swept free of the lint. Short ends 
of the strips may»be pieced In and nev- 
er be noticed when all are frayed and 
clipped, so that every scrap of the car- 
pet can be used. 

Woe have a rug made out of old car- 
pet to start with that has been a door 
mat for six years and Is still too pret- 
ty and serviceable to throw away. 





Cleantag Lacquered Brass. 

As every one knows, lacquer is put 
on brass for the purpose of prevent- 
ing rust, verdigris, etc, but. notwith- 
standing this lacquered brass some- 
times becomes soiled, and In that case 
the following is a good way to clean it: 
It must be immersed in hot, strong soda 
and water and brusbed with soap. 
While still coverad with the lather it 
should be dipped in very hot water and 
after remaining there a minute or two 
should be lifted into cold water and 
subsequently dried. It should not be 
necessary to polish the brass after this 
process, and it must be remembered 
that the lacquer is only a preparation 
laid on the surface and ig 
wear off If the article be subjected to 
rough treatment.

In aiming to have the cheeso fit 
the boxes without trimming, it is 
well to remember that a box, which 
measures twelve inches deep when 
newly made, will shrink to eleven 
and ao half inches as jt dries out. The 
Saine box will expand again to near- 
ly its original depth after it has 
been in a warehouse for a or 
80, because it absorbs moisture from 
the cheese. In fitting dry boxes to 
the cheese it is necessary, therefore, 
‘to have the: cheese project at least 
one-quarter of an inch above the 
edge of the box. One would think it 
hardly necessary to call attention to 
the importance of having the box of 
the proper’ diameter to fit the cheese 
snugly. No box will stand the 
handling that is not supported by 
the cheese on the inside.

Breeding and Feeding Hogs. 

Public opinion is much at sca as 
to what constitutes a good quality 
of bacon. A good many persons im- 
_agine the bacon hog to be a sort of 
scrub animal, re 
back. ‘This is a mistaken’ idea. Tho 
true bacon hog is a highly improved 
animal, as much improved as any of 
the other breeds of swine, although 
the improvement is made with these 
in a different way from which it oc- 
curs with some other breeds. Others 
again conclude that hogs that arc 
marketed in a Jean condition furnish 
bacon. This mistake is quite«xas 
great as that referred to above. Tho 
true bacon hog is an animal which 
is kept growing from birth on until 
ready for the market, says The 
Farmer. Care must be taken, how- 
ever, that the growth be not rushed 
too fast at any particular period, 
or the tendency will be to produce 
pork lacking in firmness. A certain 
amount of exercise is also conducive 
to producing the right kind of 
pork, 8 ra are are 

When animals are sold too young 
or too light they will Ikely furnish 
pork too soft to satisfy the dealers 
in a good quality of bacon. Food, 
however, exercises a more important 
iaftuence on firmness in pork than 
anything else. If a considerable 
qGantity of skimmed milk is fed 
along with corn it will make firm 
pork, The same is true of clover, 
rape and alfalfa whon these crops are 
fed in proper balance. 

Barley has also been found to fur 


firm bacon; also shorts fed along 
with barley.

Yellowkes terms the crowding of the 
Bible out of tha Sunday Sshool., 
We co nvi believe it is through any 
intended disrespect to the Bible that 
its use in the church exrvices is being 
departed from, but we are firmly 
tonvineed that it is due tothe fact 
that the poople are beecming less 
familiar with the, Bible as took 
and con-cquently, cmuings icss cx- 
pert in its use, This, naturally, pro- 


svoid which the onfy other alterna- 
tive is chosen, namely, to ccase to 
uso the Biblo in the presence of oth- 
ery. {What ‘has brought this about ? 
The fact that some years azo, when 
these persons were scholars in tho 
Sunday scbool the use of the Bible 
was ro‘ insisted on. It is safe io 
say that the coastant use. of the 
Bible during the Sunday scho’ days 
of the average member of the Pros 
byterian Church would result ix such 
familiarity whh the Book, and ere 
ato such a love for ite teachings that 
tho present regrettable absence of 
the Bibla from the church serviccs 
would not exist. 

But what are ihe factn? The fol- 
lowinj: questions, to which the fol- 
towing answors wero reecived,. were 
lately submitted to the ministers in 
the Presbytery, of Barrie. Twenty 
sont in reports from their Sunday 
schools: 

(1) Do you find any, difficulty in 
getting the scholars in your Sunday 
schoo! to bring their Bibles to class?

(5) If tho lessor passages were not 
printed in the Helps, do you think 
it would tend to brings the. Bible 
into more general uso among :the 
scholars of your School, both at home 
and in tho class? Fourteen ansiwer- 
ed, Yos, and sone of them very de- 
cidedly. 

These facts spenk for themselves 
and abundantly, prove tha necessity 
fo: ministers and superintendents to 
give this matter the attention it de- 
mands. - Superintendents can do a 
great deal by-quictly insisting that 
vach scholar be provided with a Bible. 

That superintendents are not en- 
tirely free from biamo in this regard 
is ehown by the method of at least 
ono of these officers ini the Presby- 
terian Church in Canada. When tho 
opening ‘exercises: of tho school arc 
over, this man announces to the 
scholars that they will now read the 
Jesron, am forthwith produces’ from 
his vest po:ket the current number 
of the Home Study Leaflet, and from

FATY WORK THAT IS NEW, EASY TO 
MAKE AND VERY USEFUL. 





Designs and Instructions Vor Doing 
It—It Ie Werked Without a Cush- 
fow—A Kusber ef Practical Uses.

Mark on a piece of rather lightweight 
pasteboard a circle about an elghth of 
an inch Jarger than you wish the com- 
pleted medallion to be. Adjust your 
sewing machine to ita longest stitch 
and with coarse thread stitch around 
the circle. Now make a hole in the 
center of the circle, and you have the 
frame complete for your wheel. See 
second cut. 

Take a long thread (two or three

fo the center; hold the other end and 
the frame In your left hand. Begin 
working by passing the needle and 
thread through one of the machine 
stitehes, then across te the opposite 
aide, then back again in the alternate

thread, bring it up to the right aide 
and proceed as before until the spok 
are all complete. The end of the 
thread you have been working with 
ia then passed through half of the 
spokes and tied securely, then tied to 
the loose end. In case the thread is 
pot Jeng enough to complete the wheel 
St cam easily be fastened to a new nee- 
iefal with a tight knot. The process, 
although it may seem complicated tn 
Print, will be found to be perfectly 
simple. 

After the frame Is made and spokes 
are all complete comes the Dieasang 
part, that of darning in the pattern. 
This can be as simple er elaborate as 
you wish, and there ts practically no 
end to the different combinatiohs. Fifty 
spokes {2 @ good number to work witb, 
and a very effective wheel may be 
made by simply tylog the spokes 
around in rows at four different dis 
tances from the center. 

The wheels are here pictured In about 
two-thirds the actual alze when made 
with rather coarse linen thread. Mak- 
ing Them with finer thread would de 
crease the size, while if made of cro- 
chet silk they would be considerably 
larger. None of them {s dificult to 
make after the worker becomes accus- 
tomed to the darning. The main thing 
to remember is to draw the darning 
threads closely and Grmly to give a 
solid look to that part ef the wheel, 
but at the same time one must not 
draw or pull the work, or it will look 
uneven. The beginner will find the 
Drocesa described for working with the 
pasteboard circle a somewhat easier 
one than that of working on a cushion 
and using pios, for the reason that 
the threads are held perfectly frm by 
the machine stitches until it le desired

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COURTESY OR HANDSHAKE! 
The Well Brea Cordiality of the 

‘Tweatieth Centery Hostess. 
Whether courtesy or handshake 
should prevail depends upon the size of 
the room in which a hostess receives. 
A series of forma! courtesies in a small 
room are es ludicrous as repeated hand 
Jerks in a big ballroom. The stature 
and general makeup of a hostess, more- 
over, have something to do with the ap- 
propriate way of recelying. The un- 
hygienic and fatiguing side of hand- 
shakes may well develop neuritis, and 
the constant backward or downward 
bend of the courtesy is conducive to 
trouble with the knee. 

But, apart from such small irregular- 
ities, there is a subtle pervasive atmos- 
phere about both welcomes that a guest 
feels as soon as she enters a room and 
to which she unconsciously responds, 
This atmosphere may either be the aro- 
ma of a kindly, loring disposition or 
the malarial effect of a churlish nature. 
One can shake hands coldly or courtesy 
cordially, says Kate Gannett Wells in 
Boston Cooking School Magazine. 

One cannot be a good hostess with- 
out sympathetic imggination and the 
instant Intuition to know just how to 
welcome each guest. “There is nothing 
more snobbish and amusing (with a 
heartache for the nonsense of it) than 
a hostess who is indifferent in manner 
toward her guests of average social 
quality and full of deferential eager- 
ness toward those who are prominent 
or distinguished. Yet if she doea not 
indicate in her welcome some sense of 
values she offends, It is better.to be 
too cordial, to shake hands too heart- 
lly, than to be conventional and courte- 
sy at far distances. 

For instance, afternoon teas are 
classed as informal, so no deep courte- 
sies should then be made. If one can-

New York has for many years Te 
celved numbers of destitute aliens ef 
the animal world from the holds of the 
banana ships. The trade in bananas 
is an enermous one, and many of them 

come from sources at no great distance, 
whence. the ‘frnit'can' be brought with- 
E bananas are peculiarly adapted for har- 
boring “stowaways.” Among these are 
+ enumerated numbers of small, harm- 
Jess snakes, lizards of  Tasious Kinds, 
Lccasionally, it in.ssla-s Jeune ignana 
and large and particularly venomous 
spiders. But real pests which survive 
increase in'a new country are for- 
tunately rarely transported accidental- 
ly. The one serious instance is the 
f£aigo, or “Jigger.” It fs to have 
‘been transported from, cectecs Amerioa 
to the Indies. 
The Colorado beetle has never suc 
ceeded in making a home in England, 
though Mosquitoes of a pecullarly fero- 
cious though nonmalarial kind are sald 
to have appeared in English hotels 
Several corn beetles, 2 very destructive 
type of igsect and among the greatest 
enemies of those who would like to 
create an “emergency” store of corn, 
have been “dumped” in England with 
foreign grain and bave established 
themselves. 

Bird “stowaways” on ships are very 
numerous in the narrow parts of the 
Mediterranean during the migration. 
They “Also frequently alight on ships 
when these are near the coast, being 
then very much exhausted and glad to 
find “a rest for the soles of thelr feet.” 
Golden crested wrens sometimes de- 
scend in a storm en some North sea 
smack on a migration night and even 
alight on steamers by day. It was

otherwise they musthave died of star

Present sin of covetousness, ita gra- 
cais, logical progression and culmina- 
tion, {9 to-day the theme of tho 
Preacher. The text is Joshua vil, 
25, *‘And all Israel stoned him with 
stones,’’ 

Few people have any adequate con- 
ception of the wealth and the luxury, 
of the ancient peoples. of the cast. 
Ever and anon in our own day the 
newspapers contain accounts of the 
foolish extravagances of the scions 
of wealthy famailies, who show even 
greater genius in their ability to dis- 
sipate and. scatter their enormous 
fortunes than their ancestors did in 
the accurfiilation of their wealth. By 
frequent: repetition so Prosaic and 
commonplace have these accounts be- 
come that spécial (trains, private 
yachts and banquots costing ten and 
even twenty thousand ‘dollars for a 
few sclected friends attract tho read- 
ers of the many nowspapers hardly 
more than a passing notice. 

Extravagant were the ancients in 

matter of personal apparel. 
Pliny the elder makes mention of an 
instance he knew of. a’ bridal dress 
which wag mado entirely of the most 
Precious kind of pearls, which were 
strung together, “costing over 40,- 
000,000 sestertil, or about $1,720,- 
000 in American coin. Among the 
famous collections of personal ep 
parel exhumed from the buried cities 


| of the east by Dr. Heinrich Schllie~ 


mann, the noted German archacolo- 


| gist, we find that tho ancient peo- 


ples of Troy and Mycenae once wore 
waistbands of gold, nocklaces of gold 
and tiaras of precious stoncs, which 
glittered like the stars of midnight. 

‘Extravagant wore the ancient peo- 


ple of the cast in their meny,as well 
as in the adornrokgta_of thelr ban- 
quct halls, Caius Suetonius Tran- 


quillus, the Roman historian and 
biographer, makes mention of one 


; Supper given in honor of Vitellius, 


where there wero served up to the 
guests at on sitting 2,000 most de- 
licate fishes and 7,000 birds, while 
onc immense: dish, called — tho 
“‘ahield,’’ was “composed ectirely 108 
the brains of peacocks and parrots. 

The traveler'in tho Far East as he 
roams through tho ruins of ancient 
cities realizes ‘how costly those an- 
clent palaces must have beon, even 
as from a bdroken — Reh one 
Alhambra you can Infer how 1 
ful must have once been the palaces 
of the Spanish Moors. So in imagi- 
nation you may picture the costly 
vases of myrrhine, the pricelese robes 
of silk, the heaps of Damascus rugs 
centuries old, tho sword hilts jewel- 
ed with diamonds and other precious 
stones, the garments woven out of 
thread of gold and the emptied 
treasure vaults, with their countless 
prizes scattered about the palace 
halls in untold profusion on the day 
that Jericho fell. Jericho was al- 
ways noted among the ancients asa 
city/of fabulous woalth. 

But, though the wealth of this 
captured eastern capital was Prodi- 
glous, yet not one atom of gold, not 
one yard of allk, not one rug, not one 
diamond, was to bo taken by the 
Hobrow soldiers for thelr own. use. 
God told Joshua he would give this 
city into his soldiers’ hands, but all 
the spoils of war of this city were to 
be God's and God's alono. Dut the 
night after the battle one Hobrow 
soldier, instead of staying in his 
own company and doing what he 
ought to have done, allowed his sin- 
ful curiosity to get the bettcr of 
him, He went out among the ruins 
on his own account and began to 
explore. Then, as he saw the pilod 
up heap of wealth, his heert began 
to covet what was» not his, but 
God’s, When ho thought no ono was 
looking, he stole a beautiful Daby- 
fonish garment, 300 shekels of silver 
and a wedge of gold and went and 
hid them in his tent. After many 
days this theft was exposed. Swift 
condemnation followed, and ‘‘all 
Isracl stoned him with stones.’’ 

What interest can that anciont 
crime be to us of the twentieth cen- 
tury? It concerns us as a type of 
tho sins of every ago. Trace tho 
Progression of ovil in Achan‘s time, 
and you will find the four stages by 
which sin still comes to culmination 
in the lives of the criminals of our 
day. From. its inception to ite 
tragic close it is ever the samo, and, 
though in this world it somotimes 
escapes detoction and punishment, in 
tho end {t incura the righteous judg- 
ment of God. 

The rst stage in Achan’s fatal 
courso was what ¢hu apostle doscrib- 
e6 as ‘tho lust of the eye."* Achan’s 
curiosity was excited. He wanted to 
Bee the wonderful tréasuresa which 
were to be consecrated to tho Lord. 
His frst step in the downward path 
which onded im his destruction was 
taken when he rose from among his 
aleening comrades, and, slipping past 
the guards, ho wendod his way 
among the shattered walls of tho 
captured city, It was ono act for 
Achan with sword and Spear and 
shicld to fight his way into that 
doomed capital, swarming with cnom- 
ica, but it was another act, after tho 
battle was won, for this brave sold- 
fer to arise at night and crawl past 
the sentincla and begin’ to examino 
tho spolls which were not hig and 
by right never could bo his. It Is 
ono act, and a commendable act, for 
@ young. physician at tho. call of 
duty to go down to the Place of

quered Goliath and climbed to tho 
throne of Israel, ‘yielding to his \in- 
fatuation for a woman! yeas! 
he says, ‘'men’ are’ all aliko; the beat 
of men’ are ‘vile at heart.

fect specimen’'of noble manhood, tho 
man alter Goa s own heart, so en- 
‘slaved by his guilty passion, for an- 
other man’s wife that ho Blays . the 
husband to get possession of her, No 
man isto be trusted.’’ i 

Is that your idca of mon? Then, 
my brother and sister, you have not 
read human’ naturo aright. All mon 
are not bad. But all: men will 
bad if they do not’ stick 
ly to the work God has gi 
to do, The reason David sinned was 
he looked upon ‘‘Baths- 
hoba, the wifo of Uriah, the Hittite.’ 
The reason David sinned was be- 
cause, like Achan among the Jericho 
SPpolls, he was idling at home instead 
of being with his army.” In tho first 
Yerso of the eleventh chapter of 11: 

uel we read tho secret of the 
wWole sinful story: ‘And it came to 
Pass after tho ycar was expired, at 
the time whon kings go forth to 
battlco, that David sent Joab,’’ 
That sentence means simply this: 
When the time of military campaign 
came—tho time when David ought to 
have taken the field and led on his 
Own troops (o battle—he sent a sub- 
stitute and stayed at home, The be- 
ginning of his danger was not in 
looking at Bathsheba, who was the 
wife of Uriah, the Hittite, but In 
being, like Achan, among the Jeri- 
cho-spoils, ina place whero he had 
no right to be. 

My brother, when God calle you 
to do a work, he will always givo 
you strength to resist’ the sinful 
temptations incident to that work, 
But when you go to a place where 
you have no right to go, you are 
liable to expericnco that lust of the 
eye which-may be the beginning of a 
long succession of other sins. ‘ 

Young man, beware of the tempta- 
tion to absent yourself from the post 
of duty. Beware, when Sabbath day 
comes around, if your minister does 
not seo you in the house of God. You 
may say you are tired. . You may 
say you will stay at home and read 
the Bible and have your devotions in 
your room, but beware. In coming 
to a large city, do not let your now. 
made friends entice you Into a sa- 
loon, just to look ‘at the deautiful 
pictures upon the walls, and the ex- 
Pensive mosaics on the floors, and 
the gorgeous rugs and the fine sot 
banquets in the gambling halls. Sin 
#0 often begins in tha looking on 
temptation that the safest course for 
every one Is to avold the spectacle 
of it as far as possible. 

Achan’s “‘eye step," in the next 
Place, was followed by his “covetous 
stop!’’ We say that the ain of cov- 
etousness is only one step beyond the 
first sin. Dat the fecond step of 
Achan's sin is even” more dangerous 
than tho first stage. The lust of tho 
cyo is nearly. always 
hesitation and timidity. 
that fear in the flushed cheek of the 
young man who stands upon the 
street corner debating within himsolf 
whether or no he will enter the place 
of evil resort to which his dissipated 
frienda are Persuading him. When 
tho mind has taken the second step 
and desire ts aroused, the hidcous 
deformity of sin disappears, and 
longing seca tn it only what is at- 
tractive and enjoyable, The second 
sin, tho sin of covetousness, is blind 
to the scorpion’s sting or the adder's 
hiss or tho tiger's claw or the 
shark's threatening fin lfted like the 
black fag of the pirate over a 
threatening sea of green. The ‘sin 
of covetousness’’ is a summer stroll 
through woods filled with the aroma 
of wild flowers. It is the soft 
couch under the shadows of the évor- 
hanging tree branches, over which 
the satanic spiders are spinning a 
few beautiful silken threads which 
in time may become as strong as 
links of stocl, 

Ah, Achan on that fatal night may 
mot have gone forth with the pre- 
meditated idca of stealing that good- 
ly Dabylonish garment and the 200 
shokels of allver and tho wedge of 
gold, but aftor his cyes had rested 
on the gold and the silvor and the 
goodly garment desire was awaken- 
ed, and his longing to Possesa them 
becamo irresistible. “‘Oh,’"" ho said to 
himself, “*I wish I had‘ that garment! 
How beautiful it would look hanging 
from my shoulders! I wish I could 
have that lump of gold. . It would 
Protect mo against poverty all th 
days of my life. And why-should 
not have them? There aro so many 
spoils of war here theso fow trea- 
sures will not be missed.’ - 

Is not Achan, going to the place of 
execution, the history of almost ov- 
ery sinner? “‘Eye sin,” firat atop;

In the olden time Queen Anne of 
England owned what was known as 
the Queen’s farm, which covered the 
land commencing at St. Paul's church 
and extending to what is now Twenty- 
third street, bounded by Broadway on 
the east and the Hudson river on the 
west, 

Veatry street was so styled by Trin- 
{ty because the church had a vestry in 
that street between Hudson and Green- 
wich streets, Church street was so 
called because it bounded the west 
side of St. Paul's churchyard, Rector 
street was bonored by the residence of 
the rector of Trinity, Barclay and Ve- 
sey streets were named after two cler- 
gymen of the church. 

Trinity's officers determined that the 
main artery of the city should run 
through its Jand, and, grounded in their 
belief in their ability to carry out thelr 
intention, Hudson street was laid out. 
St. John's park and many other im- 
provements were offered as induce 
ments to purchasers of land, and St. 
Jobn's chapel was erected and finished 
in 1808, one of the handsomest pieces 
of church architecture in the city. 
Trinity counted witbout an expression 
of the majority of the people and fail- 
ed in its endeavor, 

The arrogance of the church fretted 
the good people, and more to spite the

We were making a passage from | 


Samarang, in the island of Java, to 
Signapore, which, as most readers are 
aware, lies close off the southern: ex- 
tremity of Malacca,“and is one of the 
greatest commercial emporiums ef the 
world. 


Our ship, the Lion, a vessel of about 


700 tons, “was Joaded with coffee and 
pepper, large quantities. of articles being 
carried from Java to Singapore, and 
thence reshipped to other ports. upon 
demand. 

We'had as passengers an American 
physician and “his wife, who brought 
with them a« large number of beautiful 
Javanese’ birds, which they») hung in 
cages about the deck cabin. In a large 
cage; placed in the open alr, they had a 
Wild peacdck,with ta mate,these superb 
fowls being very common in the deep 
forests of Java, where they must often 

uld think, meet with uppleasant 


On leaving Samarang we were able to 
head directly for our place of destina- 
tion, ‘with the northwest monsoon_ 
squarely on our broadside, blowing a 
gentle breeze of five or six knots an 
hour, which, in about five days, brought 
us within sight of the tall treetops of 
Stogapore that looked as seen through 
our glasses at a distance of seme 20 


miles, as if they sprapg di. i a ° 
the water. : ty Pei. | 

Here, hiwetér, there fell a dead calm, 
thé monsoon being entirely gone. The 
sky had an appearance which we did 
not like; for, although not a cloud was 
visible, tho whole heaven assumed ‘a 
strange, brassy look that was refiected 
on board the ship. 

The captain and mate conferred anxi- 
ously together; the hands forward 
equinted at the sky and sheok their 
rheads, and the two passengers, Dr, Al- 
ton and his wife, were evidently not“a 
Hittle ‘startled. The very peacock falled 
to ¢ry out that day, as was his custom, 
and the birds in the cabin were more 
than usually quiet. 

On the other hand, a cat which we 
had op board become strangely. rest- 
leas, darting bither and thither, and 
staring about her in such a wild man- 
ner as led the second mate to remark 
that it must be high water, if there was 
anything te be told by a cat's eyes, 

Hurriedly the lighter spars were sent 
down to the deck, and while this work 
was In progress there came sweeping 
toward us three prédigious rollera in 
jflose proximity to each other, the cen- 
tral wave being, as we judged, 20 feet 
high, while those which accompanied 
it, an@ were merely Sts consequent ad- 
Jancts, were considerably lower. 

There’ was something almost super- 
natural In the ‘appearance of those 
three brogd  undolations, as they 
coarsed heavily along upon an otherwise 
smooth sea. The ship, lying totally 

reecived them “broadside to,” 

and {t was our fear that they would 
Sweep the decks; but, with three tre- 
megons rolls,which threw the very pea- 
off his legs, she surmounted them 

in safety, The moment they had gonc 
by the surface of the China sea re 

Ite ordinary appearance. 

At the end of an hour, however, we 
received a second’ visitation, precisely 
like the first,except that the swells were 
somewhat heavier. They atruck the 


ship upon the bows, and, as her position” 


for the moment was the most favorable 
one le, she received no Injury, al- 
though pitching “bowsprit under.” 

Again succeeded ‘the ordinary aspect 
of a calm at sea, where the centile un- 
Gulations, although nearly impercepti- 
ble, are never entirely absent. 

Another hour and we saw a third ad- 
vancing colump, which, like the first 
and second, consisted of a trio of wares, 
but with an increased weight and ter- 
ror. ‘The ship was now “stern on,” and 
ies awaited the result with great anx- 

ty. 


There was a terrible grandeur In the 
appearance of the rolling deluge. The 
tolddle ‘ware could not hare been less 
than 30 feet high, while those In front . 
and rear may have lacked some eight or 
ten feet of this altitude. The combined 
line S{lastrated the military idea’ of a 
sqque sf attack, formed three deep, 

@ silente with which this mighty 
avalanche glided onwyard was, jn Itself, 
fearful. Upon the top there might be 
an occasional break and growl, but be- 
low was an utter nolselessness, and 
the whole bespoke a weight and power 
to mock any effort of ‘the Imagination.

‘TRIALS OF DIPLOMATS. 


They Were Many Inu the Early Days’ 
of American Histery. 3 

There exists a popular tendency to 
overrate the delights and to underrate 
the hardships of the diplomatic life; 
but, however much opinions may dif- 
fer on this point, there can be no doubt 
that the office of an American diplo- 
tuatist In the days of the Revolution 
was no holiday pastime. _ : 

If he was not already in Europe, his 
journey to his post wag beset with 
perils graver than those of the ele- 
ments, In the eyes of the British law 
Avierican reyolutionists were simply 
“rebels,” the reprobation of whose con- 
duct was likely to be proportionate to 
their prominence and activity, and the 
seas were wcoured by British cruisers, 
the dreaded embodiment of England's 
maritime, supremacy. Deane. went 
abroad secretly before independence 
was declared, but when his presence in 
France became known the British gov- 
ernment asked that he be seized and 
Gelivered up into its custody. Frank- 
ln sailed for France on a small vessel 
of war belonging to congress, called 
the Reprisal. On the way over she took 
two prizes, and more than once, on 
descrying a suspicious sail, cleared for 
action. Had she been captured by the 
British, Franklin would have had an 
opportunity to test the truth of his re- 
mark to his associates in congress that 
they must “elther hang together or 
hang separately.” John Adams, on his 
firat Journey, took passage on an Amer- 
ican vessel; on his second he embark- 
ed on the French frigate Sensible and 
landed at '‘Ferrol, in Spain. Jay com- 
mitted his fate to the American man- 
of-war Confederacy and, like Adams 
and Franklin reached his destination.

France still retained, however, a

An ancient law en- 
titled the Khedive to compel the fol- 
lah to work on any public undertak- 
ing. This was nothing less “than 
slavery. To abolish the system and 
substitute free labor mcant an out- 
lay of $2,000,000' a year, But Eng-

France consented, At every oppor- 
tunity France has insisted upon the 
British evacuation of Egypt. It has 
beon drilled into the Egyptians that 
if they were free France would be 
their - all-sufficient ally. And tho 
French people have been taught to 
believe that Egypt with its storied 
Wealth has been filched from thom by 
““Perfidious Albion.’* So Egypt. has 
been a lasting grievance, -¥et Great 
Britain shows no disposition to rre- 
lease her grip. When the country 
first passed under British control 
only a temporary occupation “was 
contemplated.” But Tesponsibilities 
have grown up, 

All the world concedes that British 
rule has worked wonders for Egypt. 
It has, in tho first Place, restored 
national Credit. Egypt is no longer a 
defaulter. Its gbligations arc Tregu- 
larly met, and its Government 
sessos ample funds. Another effect of 
British rule has beon the suppression 
to a very largo oxtent of official 
eorruption. Under Previous regimes 
nothing was done without a bribe. 
Justice was bought and sold. Crimi- 
nals purchased their acquittal. Gov- 
ernment official levied blackmail on 
merchants. Corruption was rampant, 
In twenty years Lord Cromer bas 
given Egypt a condition of edminis- 
tration worthy of any European 
State, and superior to that of many.

THE BATTLE OF KINCHOU; —

The Routed Russians Are 
Toward Port Arthur, 


Toklo, May 28.—Tho Japanese 
army swept the Hussians from Kin- 
chou Thursday. morning, and in a 
desperate attack stormed the almost 
impregnable position of the Russians 
on Nanshan Hill, west of Tallenwan. 
The battlo raged in the hills all 
through the night, and fragmentary 
telegrams from tho Japanese head- 
quarters report (hat the engagement. 
is still in progress and that the 
Japanese are still pursuing the Rus- 
sians th from Nanshan and the 
head of 'Yalienwan Day. 

‘The Ru@sians had made elaborate 
Proparatiogs to check tho Japaneso 
movement “south on the Ligotung 
Poninsula towards Port Arthur. 
had fortified the high ground on the 
south shore of ‘Talienwan Bay, their 
works ‘extending to the cast and 
west. The me Iussian' right was 
at dushangteo, and the! extreme left 
at Nanshaw Hill, This hill was the 
strongest part of the lige. A serica
